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Hitler’s Eclipse 


i. is an astrological rule that eclipses 
mark the fall of rulers. This has the author- 
ity of the ancients from Berosus the Chal- 
dean through Ptolemy the Alexandrian. It 
is noted in text books, but is often ignored 
by modern astrologers. 

The rule is this: If an eclipse strikes a 
vital spot in a ruler’s horoscope, he will fall 
within a year—a year being the duration 
of the noticeable effects of eclipses. The 
Sun’s position is, perhaps, the most vital in 
a horoscope. It rules vitality, glory, and life 
itself. And, because it returns to approxi- 
mately the same degree on the same day of 
any year, an eclipse near a birthday is critical. 

The astrology-wise ancients would go into 
mourning when an eclipse occurred near the 
birthday of their king. But the eclipse of 
April 19, 1939, did nothing to dampen the 
spirits of good Nazis preparing a grand cele- 
bration for the 50th anniversary of Hitler’s 
birth the following day. 

If anyone remembered the old rule of 
eclipses, he probably laughed at it as a su- 
perstition of the dark ages. But a look at 
the record might make him pause to wonder. 

This ancient superstition is supported by 
a remarkable series of very modern coinci- 
dences. In fact, working on the almost for- 
gotten theory alone, one might make a very 
accurate forecast of contemporary history. 


Examples 


There was an eclipse of the Sun on May 
29, 1938, one day after the “Smartest Little 
Statesman in all Europe” celebrated his 60th 
birthday. The world had faith that Eduard 
Benes could extricate his country from its 
Perilous situation, but his rule was over in 
October. He went into exile, and within a 
year his country was devoured. 

There was an eclipse of the Sun on June 
9, 1937—-the one photographed by expeditions 
to South America and the Pacific. On June 
Ith dashing Anthony Eden was 40 years 
old. He was at the height of his popularity 
and power, but within a year he was replaced

by Halifax in a deal colored by the transiting 
square of Neptune. 

Kurt von Schuschnigg was born December 
14th, directly opposite Eden’s birthday. The 
June 9th eclipse opposed his Sun, and on De- 
cember 17, 1937, a lunar eclipse added its 
testimony. Three months later his power 
disappeared, his country disappeared, and he 
was imprisoned. 

Two days after the eclipse of May 29, 1938, 
Pius XI was 81 years old. Because he held 
a lifetime office, the fall of this great spiritual 
ruler could mean but one thing. He died 
within a year. 

If these almost random examples are 
deemed coincidence, it would take an imagi- 
native person to account for their consistency. 


Not Always Tragic 


Eclipses are not always tragic in their ef- 
fects. They are invariably indicative of 
change—usually drastic—but to the ob- 
scure, change can mean sudden prominence. 
Eclipses usually mean a fall to a ruler, be- 
cause he is at the top and change can only 
mean a lower status. 

There was an eclipse on June 19, 1936, on 
the birthday of a Mrs. Wallis Simpson, a 
relatively obscure person. Within a year she 
was the most discussed woman in the world. 

That same eclipse fell near the birthday of 
Edward VIII (June 23rd), and within a year 
he abdicated. ; 

George V was born on June 3rd. His 
death was heralded by the eclipse of June 1, 
1935. Another occurred December 25, 1935, 
conjunct his Midheaven. This same eclipse 
was opposite the sun of the then Prince of 
Wales, indicating the great and difficult 
change in his life that came with his as- 
cension. 

Daladier’s birthday is June 18th, close to 
the eclipse of June 19, 1936, that was so fate- 
ful to the Windsors. The following year he 
rose to prominence in French politics.

“Westward the Star of Empire takes its way.’’ 


Part IV 


c first three installments of this series 
dealt merely with the astrological and kab- 
balistic elements of the temporary govern- 
ment designated in the Declaration and the 
Constitution as the United States of America. 
It is important to keep in mind that all gov- 
ernments, whatever their political definition, 
are but artificial and transitory bodies, cre- 
ated to serve the peculiar necessities of their 
people during a given period of their evolu- 
tion. When outgrown, Natural Law, the 
cosmic intelligence of Mother Earth, compels 
these, her children of the soil, to set up a 
new government that meets their needs. 
“Vox populi, vox Dei” is therefore a living 
force and no idle platitude. 


Period of Transition 


A transitional period of this sort is upon 
us, seeded in the governmental decade of 
1913 and the World War, and becoming a 
militant ideal in its decade of 1933—matters 
for future discussion. For my effort at this 
time is to sketch in broad outline my con- 
cept of the evolution of the ascendent race 
of North America—the people who make and 
unmake its governments—beginning with 
the conjectured raising of the continent 
from the ocean some seventeen thousand 
years ago and carrying to the anthropological 
character of the race-to-be. 


Whatever the theory of the origin of the 
earth that one prefers, it must be finally 
absorbed in the hypothesis that the earth 
is a creation of the solar system operating 
in the plane of the zodiac. It follows logically 
that zodiacal order prevails upon its surfaces 
in the same manner that zodiacal order pre- 
vails in the human body. And just as the 
zodiacal regions of the human body have 
their specialized functions, so do the zodiacal 
regions of the earth have their specialized 
functions in producing the infinitely varied

phenomena of what is broadly termed “the 
kingdoms of nature.” Therefore all the peo- 
ples of the earth reflect the zodiacal func. 
tions of the regions which they inhabit. The 
further analogy is sound, that the seasons of 
the months and of the year have their 
counterparts in ever enlarging cycles of 
human evolution, with races, nations, and 
governments rising and falling in consonance 
with the earth’s mutations in geographical 
evolution through seasons of planting, cul- 
tivation, harvest, and death. 


Western Star Ascending 


For over a thousand years the star of the 
western hemisphere has been ascending, 
dating from the earliest suspicions of its ex- 
istence, and of which the rhetorical and 
poetical expression has for long been “West- 
ward the star of empire takes its way.” The 
literal and practical definition of it is that 
westward the vernal equinox takes its way, 
the dynamical force of geographical evolu- 
tion with its phenomena of racial ascendency 
and decline. 

At A.D. 0 the vernal equinox left the west- 
ern shores of Ireland and Africa, longitude 
eleven degree west of Greenwich, entered 
Pisces, and began its journey of some two 
thousand years across the Atlantic Ocean. 
The religions of baptism and faith, founded 
by Jesus Christ, and distinctly the charat- 
teristics and influential forces of Pisces 
thereupon became the spiritual focus and 
salvation of civilization. The temporal ex 
pression of the ascendency of the Pisces ag¢ 
was, of course, the Holy Roman Empire, and 
which may justifiably be regarded as the 
epitome of the Christian religions of Pisces 
Beginning in A.D. 800 with the crowning 
Charles Martel as Emperor of the West, the 
Holy Roman Empire lasted exactly one thov- 
sand years, or until the Peace of Lunevi 
in 1801, the meridian of which must & 
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taken to coincide with the Reformation be- 
ginning October 31, 1517 in Martin Luther’s 
declaration against the Church. Through the 
disintegrating processes therefrom ensuing, 
Christianity thenceforth declined as_ the 
temporal expression of ideologies of man- 
kind, and having today just about the same 
standing in human consciousness as did the 
religion of the Hebrews have at the time of 


Christ. 


But when the religion of one equinoctial 
age (the time of the equinox in moving 
through a sign, 2160 years) begins to die, 
the religion of the next equinoctial age be- 
gins to grow. The substantial coincidence of 
the official discovery of America with the 
Reformation must therefore be taken as 
marking the beginning of induction into 
world consciousness of the religious prin- 
ciples of the Aquarian age, next following 
the Piscean. Then in the same way that the 
Holy Roman Empire made manifest the 
spiritual focus of mankind during the Piscean 
age, so has the United States of America be- 
come the temporal expression of the new 
spiritual force seeping into human conscious- 
ness as the equinox drew nearer and nearer 
to the shores of the Western World. And as 
did the Roman, Greek, and Hebrew poets 
and prophets foresee the change of ages 
hundreds of years before A.D. 0, just so 
is it possible for us to foresee the 
change in ages in 2160 A.D. when the 
equinox enters Aquarius. In fact, Vergil saw 
it more than two thousand years ahead in his 
perfect gem of prophecy which I will again 
quote: 


“Come is the last of the ages its song 
Cumaen foretold, 

Now is the world’s grand cycle begun 
once more from old, 

Justice the Virgin comes and Saturn’s 
kingdom again, 

And now from the heavens is de- 
scending a new generation of 
men.” 


The first line refers to the passing of an 
old and the beginning of a new age with 
A.D. 0. The second line refers to the vernal 
equinoctial Sun going into Pisces with the 
Earth in Virgo, which marked the induction 


of a new hemicycle of the equinox of 12,960 
years. The third line obviously refers to the 
signs Aquarius and Capricorn over South 
and North America respectively and over 
which Saturn rules. And the fourth line can 
refer to nothing else than the quadrantal 
race of Aquarius which, in the natural 
course of evolution, must eclipse the gran- 
deur and power of every race that has gone 
before. It is therefore entirely within the 
bounds of reason that the materialization in 
the Americas of that dream of the centuries 
has been the supreme inspiration and prime 
mover in the progress of civilization since 
those world shaking closing years of the 
fifteenth century, when Christopher Colum- 
bus and Martin Luther turned upside down 
the spiritual, mental, and physical life of 
mankind. 


On the incorruptible and invincible prin- 
ciple that civilization follows the equinox, 
the inference is equally impregnable that the 
Americas are ascendent and Europe is de- 
scendent, and upon that principle alone may 
our foreign policy be framed unerringly. 
Consciousness of such a destiny on our part 
will conceive of no higher duty than that 
of promoting peace on earth and good will 
towards men. Consciousness of that destiny 
on the part of Europe will conceive of no 
higher duty than that of cooperating with us; 
for to do otherwise can have no other effect 
than that of accelerating our respective 
destinies—growth for us and decay for them. 
The equinox will not turn back in its course 
to either halt or reverse such eventualities. 
Evidence that mankind is feeling this influ- 
ence and reacting to it abounds in the re- 
cent titanic struggle to maintain peace in 
Europe, and which certainly has dispersed 
temporarily the war clouds which have 
overcast her since the beginning of the 
Spanish revolution. Moreover I have an 
abiding faith that Japan’s aggressions in 
China will eventually be found to contribute 
constructively to the progress of the world. 
While none of that implies the belief that 
the millennium of peace and good will is at 
hand, I do not believe that any exception can 
be taken to my point that cosmic conscious- 
ness is imparting to humanity the will to 
peace and harmony, the intensity, progress, 
and culmination of which are measured and 
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timed by the progress of the equinox to- 
wards the constellation of Aquarius—now 
exactly over the eastern tip of Brazil in 
South America, the land of Aquarius. 


Now intrudes the question of what is the 
significance of the meteoric rise to supremacy 
of North America while South America has 
priority in the equinoctial order of evolution. 
There are two ostensible reasons for this 
which I believe provide the proper channels 
for philosophical and experimental progress 
toward complete understanding of the evo- 
lutionary scheme. 

The first of these reasons is that North 
America was a fallow continent, without a 
civilization, and barren of any evidences that 
a civilized people had ever lived upon it. 
This warrants the inference that it is a new 
continent which was non-existent when the 
equinox passed over South America and 
raised up its great civilization twenty-odd 
thousand years ago. We may risk further 
conjecture that the same cataclysm which 
subsequently sank Mu, raised cities and 
canals to the mountain tops of South 
America, and raised North America from the 
ocean floor. With limitless resources for the 
support and development of a great race, 
coupled with the fact that South America 
had a civilization which made its coloniza- 
tion difficult, the human tide flowed to North 
America as naturally as the river flows to 
the sea. It is enough to say that the rise of 
our great race in North America was the 
work of natural forces in pouring out upon 
mankind blessings never before approxi- 
mated in the chronicles of time. 

The second reason rests on the hypothesis 
that the Earth is a sentient being or macro- 
cosmic figure that is busily engaged in its 
own individual evolution, using the micro- 
cosmic units of mankind in the work. 
Archeological evidences of Easter Island re- 
veal that Mu laid well under North America 
and close to the shores of South America, 
Easter Island having the longitude of 110 
West or that of Bisbee, Arizona and the 
Yellowstone Park. If we may then endow the 
Earth with a personality and attribute to her 
intelligent action, it is quite logical to at- 
tribute to her the intelligent action of sink- 
ing Mu and raising North America and 
Australia in geologic compensation in terms 


of inhabitable surfaces of her body. My tim- 
ing of these events by the processional cycle 
is in substantial agreement with that of 
Colonel Churchward in placing the age of 
North America at about 15,000 years. We may 
further speculate that the purpose of the 
Earth in doing this was to provide a landing 
field for civilization after it had conquered 
the Atlantic which for fifteen hundred years 
had blocked its progress in the path of the 
equinox, and of which Jason’s pursuit of the 
Golden Fleece is believed to be the mytho- 
logical account. 

And the ultimate purpose of such a re- 
ceiving ground for humanity may be read as 
providing a buffer state or protectorate under 
Capricorn to produce, through the union of 
its forces with those of Pisces (the other 
sign of the airy quadrant of Aquarius), the 
race of Aquarius which had existed in the 
archetypal at least as far back as the times 
of Egypt. We must remember that, if our 
figures are correct, Mu existed during the 
previous Aquarian age when the great 
civilizations, evidenced by their ruins, ex- 
isted in South America. In simplification of 
this, we may regard the second reason ior 
the supremacy of North America as arising 
from her substitution for Mu as the temporal 
manifestation of the third zodiacal sign in 
the quadrant of Aquarius. 

Undoubtedly such an hypothesis will find 
plenty of support in the history of Egypt 
when the proper chronological key is applied 
to her ruins and her records. I have no doubt 
but that it will be fully understood that 
Egypt, the temporal manifestation of the 
Taurus quadrant, maintained her supremacy 
from at least 6500 years B.C., through the 
contributions of what may be called her 
vassal signs of Aries and Gemini—the other 
two signs of the Taurus quadrant. 

Further testimony in support of the 
prophetic and messianic functions of North 
America is in the symbology of the Sun God 
rising from the dead annually at the winter 
solstice. Translating this into the great 
equinoctial cycle, the event is paralleled 
when the equinoxes lie in the plane of the 
first degree of Capricorn, corresponding to 
longitude 101 West, about 6500 A.D. or 4500 
years hence. And that will be the end of 
the Aquarian quadrant of evolution. Re- 
gardless of the messianic idea, every page of 
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American history confirms the belief that the 
United States of America is the promise, 
prophecy, and adumbration of the Aquarian 
age. I might have expressed it better to have 
attributed to the Race of North America 
rather than to the United States of America 
the cosmic business of preparing for the 
Aquarian age. It is necessary, therefore, to 
distinguish always in that way between the 
people of a land and the mutations in gov- 
ernment which their changing phases of evo- 
lution enforce. 


Product of the Soil 


The people of a land are just as much a 
product of its soil as the flora and fauna of 
it. That statement might easily be challenged 
on the grounds that the people of North 
America are too young a race to be a product 
of its soil and of which confirmation may 
be cited in the sharply distinguishable na- 
tionalities and races which comprise our 
population. It may be further argued that 
America is being made over to conform with 
the ideologies of the people who have been 
transplanted into possession of the land. 

There are two answers to this which are 
all convincing. The first is that it is more of 
an illusion than a reality that the people are 
making the country rather than the country 
making the people. Evidences of that are in 
the ease with which a New Englander can be 
distinguished, a Southerner, a Midwesterner, 
a Westerner, etc. Furthermore, it is becoming 
easier to distinguish even between inhabitants 
of states. While inherited characteristics, 
identifiable with colonial distribution, have 
some weight, the ever widening breach of 
time is rapidly obscuring such identifying 
factors, with the inevitable result that the 
people of every succeeding generation are 
more and more characteristic of the soil upon 
which they subsist. One of the strongest 
testimonies of this is the closing of the doors 
of immigration which quite easily interprets 
as the beginning of the diffusion of foreign 
blood and the gestation of the ultimate 
American race, which Natural Law will im- 
Placably consummate. 

The second answer to the challenge that 
the people of a land are not the product of 
its soil answers itself in the idea that there 
has not been enough time for the Melting 


Pot to come to a boil, and that undoubtedly 
many centuries must pass before the ulti- 
mate race is brewed. Then to imagine such 
a race, is it not a perfectly logical deduction 
that we shall find the elementary charac- 
teristics of it in the aborigines of the two 
Americas? Pursuing this line of research I 
believe we shall eventually be able to pro- 
ject the ascendent races of the equinox in 
Aquarius, Capricorn, and Sagittarius (rul- 
ing South and North America respectively) 
as substantially of the same physical charac- 
teristics as the Indians of the two continents, 
who hardly could be other than the vestigial 
remnants of the civilizations ascendent dur- 
ing the last passage of the equinox through 
those signs. 


Projecting: our hypothesis with but a short 
flight of the deductive faculties, we reach a 
luminous fact, of which equally luminous 
proof is in the reach of every observing 
mind. This fact is that the evolution of 
government proceeds from the influence of 
the soil on human consciousness and which 
we must conclude is the manifestation of 
Mother Earth’s intelligent use of the zodiacal 
forces ruling the various regions of her 
body, in exact analogy to the intelligent use 
of these forces by its microcosmic or human 
individualities inhabiting such regions. This 
is simply to say that our free will is sub- 
servient to the Law of Place. The geology 
and geography of California require different 
laws than New York, for instance. 

The first circle of this law is our social 
relationship, next the community, the city, 
the county, the state, the nation. And no 
matter where we may go in the inhabited 
world, that order of natural discipline is 
maintained. Obviously when any individual 
thinks himself greater than the smallest of 
these circles of law, he becomes a menace to 
the whole in his potentialities for the propa- 
gation of anarchy. The governing conscious- 
ness of individual responsibility to these ex- 
panding circles of collective law is therefore 
the essence and substance of civilization. 


It is believed possible to state further as 
an eternal truth that there never was, and 
never will be, a dictator in our definition 
who did not rise to power from the repudia- 
tion of that principle by his people. It is 
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through nothing else than the complete 
repudiation of the principle of social re- 
sponsibility in our doctrine of rugged (more 
properly morbid) individualism that the dire 
prophecy in Arcane 13, root of the country’s 
name, will be fulfilled, and our government 
change its form. I quote the Admonition of 
the Sage from Zain’s Course VI, Lesson 29, 
in which that prophecy appears: 

“Remember then, son of Earth, that ter- 
restrial things are of short duration and that 
the highest powers are reaped as the grass 
of the field. If The Reaper should appear in 
the prophetic signs of thy horoscope, the dis- 
solution of thy organs will come sooner than 
thou expectest. But do not dread it, for 
death is but the parturition of another life. 
The Universe reabsorbs without ceasing all 
that springs from her bosom that has not 
spiritualized itself. But the releasing of our- 
selves from material instincts by free and 
voluntary adhesion of our souls to the laws 
of universal movement (Author’s note: defi- 
nitely meaning the circles of social responsi- 
bility we have been discussing) constitutes in 
us the creation of a second man, a celestial 
man, and begins our immortality.” 


The kind of people produced by a land is 
described by its ascendent for its meridian 
place in the zodiac of the constellations. The 
central force in our social development is 
naturally the present seat of our government, 
i.e. Washington. Washington’s ascendent is 
Taurus 8:12, with the same degrees of 
Scorpio descending. This axis describes the 
integrative focus or character of our society, 
the oscillations of which produce our social 
fabric. The meridian of Washington is 
Capricorn 22:12 and is descriptive of the as- 
pirational or spiritual focus of the com- 
munity, and of which government is the final 
expression, combining all that the people 
hope for in life, whether physical, mental or 
spiritual in nature. So far as is now known 
or even suspected, the evolution of this par- 
ticular community will remain forever under 
the rulership of the zodiacal circle fixed ac- 
cording to these angles. 

But this does not mean that Washington 
will always be the ruling center of the 
country. It is merely the seat of the par- 
ticular government answering to the aspira- 
tions of the united people for but a brief 


phase of their equinoctial evolution, and it 
is to this governing entity that the prophecy 
quoted applies. The dissolution of the mem- 
bers of that body must prepare the way for 
“the creation of a second man, a celestial 
man, and begin our immortality.” 

The form of this government as well as the 
form of government adopted by any political 
subdivision of the country are described by 
the astrological chart for the time of its 
adoption, with its destiny written in the 
astrological signature of its name. This re- 
veals the aspirational focus of the people at 
that level of evolution. 

In the June installment of this series it 
was shown that the name is the ruling force 
of the chart, hence its astrological signature 
and evolving octaves are exactly what is 
meant by “prophetic signs of the horoscope” 
in the Admonition of the Sage. But we must 
not lock upon the imminent fulfillment of 
that prophecy as resulting from the failure of 
the present government, but rather as the 
result of the exhaustion of its capacity to 
serve the need of an evolving race. From her 
infinite wisdom, the cosmic hand of Mother 
Nature has inscribed her decree to that effect 
upon the backs of our dollar bills: “Novus 
Ordo Seclorum”’—“The New Order of the 
Ages.” 

Subsequently I shall endeavor to make 
plain the incomparable values which the 
New Order will inherit from the Old. Pos- 
sibly it will hold something of an antidote 
against the rising tide of sectional and class 
hatred, and possibly contribute a bit to the 
protection and conservation of the treasures 
which have been accumulated. That the 
change of government shall bring no such 
wanton destruction of them as took place 
in Spain is assured by our position and 
function in the evolutionary plan. For the 
Americas would quickly become vassal states 
of a decadent Europe if their resources in 
human and material values were seriously 
impaired by internal strife. That is as un- 
thinkable as the reversal of equinoctial mo- 
tion, hence there is no doubt that the destiny 
of North America, written in the stars when 
raised from the ocean floor thousands of 
years ago, will take the next turn without 
serious loss of momentum, i.e., the change 
to a new government better suited to the 
race that has just begun to gestate.

The above named book contains a commen- 
tary (in memory of Richard Wilhelm by C. J. 
Jung) in which a parallel is drawn between 
Chinese science and the science of the western 
world as follows: 


“Some years ago, the then president of 
the British Anthropological Society asked 
me how I could explain the fact that so 
highly intellectual a people as the Chi- 
nese had produced no science. I replied 


,” 


that this must really be an ‘optical illu- 
sion, because the Chinese did have a 
science whose ‘standard work’ was the 
I Ching, but that the principle of this 
science, like so much else in China, was 
altogether different from our. scientific 
principle. 

“The science of the I Ching is not based 
on the causality principle, but on a prin- 
ciple (hitherto unnamed because not met 
with among us) which I have tentatively 
called the synchronistic principle. My oc- 
cupation with the psychology of uncon- 
scious processes long ago necessitated my 
looking about for another principle of 
explanation, because the causality prin- 
ciple seemed to me inadequate to explain 
certain remarkable phenomena of the 
psychology of the unconscious. Thus I 
found that there are psychic parallelisms 
which cannot be related to each other 
causally, but which must be connected 
through another sequence of events. This 
connection seemed to me to be essentially 
provided in the fact of the relative simul- 
taneity, therefore the expression ‘syn- 
chronistic.’ It seems indeed, as though 
time, far from being an abstraction, is a 
concrete continuum which contains qual- 
ities or basic conditions manifesting them- 
selves simultaneously in various places 
in a way not to be explained by causal 
parallelisms, as, for example, in cases of 
the coincident appearance of identical 
thoughts, symbols, or psychic conditions. 
Another example would be the simulta- 
neity of Chinese and European periods 
of style, a fact pointed out by Wilhelm. 
They could never have been causally 
related to one another. Astrology would 
be a large scale example of synchronism, 
if it had at its disposal thoroughly tested 
findings. But at least there are some facts 
adequately tested and fortified by a wealth 
of statistics which make the astrological 
problem seem worthy of philosophical in- 
vestigation. (It is assured of recognition 
from psychology, without further restric- 
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tions, because astrology represents the 
summation of all the psychological knowl- 
edge of antiquity.) 

“The fact that it is possible to construct, 
in adequate fashion, a person’s character 
from the data of his nativity, shows the 
relative validity of astrology. But the birth 
never depends on the actual astronomical 
constellations, but upon an arbitrary, purely 
conceptual time-system, because by reason 
of the precession of the equinoxes, the 
spring point has long ago passed on beyond 
zero degree Aries. In so far as there are 
any really correct astrological deductions, 
they are not due to the effects of the con- 
stellations, but to our hypothetical time- 
characters. In other words, whatever is 
born or done this moment of time, has the 
qualities of this moment of time.”

CARL JUNG—Swiss psychologist, was 
born on July 26, 1875 at Basle. He was 
a disciple of Freud until 1911, when he 
founded with Maeder a new school at 
Zurich. The main points in Jung’s sys- 
tem, which he prefers to call analytical 
psychology rather than: psycho-analysis, 
are his subtle working out of his classi- 
fication of man into introverted and 
extraverted types, his distinction of the 
four primary functions of mind as think- 
ing, feeling, sensation and intuition, his 
rejection of Freud’s theory of the sexual 
aetiology of the psycho neurosis and his 
emphasis on the creative impulse in man. 
In his attempt at a synthetic psychology, 
he draws attention to the possibilities of 
cooperation between the conscious and 
the unconscious, the latter being for him 
that part of the mind which is undevel- 
oped rather than repressed, and which 
includes both the personal factor and the 
collective factor or disposition inherited 
from the ancestors. 

Jung’s chief works are Psychology of 
Dementia Praecox (1907); Psychology of 
the Unconscious (1916 and 1921); Col- 
lected Papers on Analytical Psychology 
(1916 and 1917); Studies in Word Asso- 
ciation (1918); and Psychological Types 
(1923).

ANSWER: There certainly is no astrological 
law that forbids anyone to live in misery, and 
to those who thrive on such a strenuous diet 
we can only say, by all means “go to it.” Cer- 
tainly, if you do not find much peace and con- 
tentment, you might find considerable happiness, 
even if you do toss the furniture at one an- 
other occasionally, and without a doubt the ulti- 
mate result will be a certain degree of spiritual 
growth (provided you live long enough and 
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retain your sanity), though at times you might 
be inclined to question whether it is worth while 
to go through so much to learn so little. 

Your poem, particularly the last two lines of 
the third stanza, lays stress on the well known 
fact that the human heart does not reason 
and the human mind does not feel. Of course, 
the ideal stage of development to be obtained 
is that wherein the heart and the mind are 
united, the blend of the two producing under- 
standing. 

Unfortunately, at our present stage of devel- 
opment, human beings fall in two classes—those 
who are guided entirely by their emotions, and 
have a perfectly wonderful time being un- 
reasonable, and those who are guided entirely 
by their minds, and refuse to let sentiment en- 
ter into their decisions at all. Needless to say 
neither extreme is to be desired. Both classes 
use astrology. The first, i.e, those who are 
ruled by their hearts, go to much trouble to 
find out what the stars indicate they should do, 
then blithely go on their way and do as they 
please; the last named, i.e., those who are 
guided solely by reason, will set up their charts, 
decide in a cold, logical manner just what 
should be done, and proceed to ride rough- 
shod over everyone to accomplish their pur- 
pose, only to discover later, much to their 
dismay, that in not having listened to the 
dictates of their heart they have overlooked 
some important factor which, if they had not 
been so spiritually blind, would have altered 
their decisions materially and enabled them to 
avoid what, more often than not, proves ulti- 
mately to have been a disastrous move. 

Let us therefore emulate Solomon and pray 
for wisdom, and that with wisdom we may also 
get understanding. For such people astrology 
is indeed a true science of correct living.

Dr. David Starr Jordan stated that science

Beach, California, reprinted from an article ap- 
pearing in a Los Angeles paper on the occa- 
sion of the celebration of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of Long Beach: 


1866—Rancho Los Cerritos purchased by 
Flint, Bixby & Co. 

1869—Jotham Bixby acquires interest in 
Los Cerritos Rancho.

Editor’s Note: We are of the belief that the 
incorporation date of a city is somewhat analo- 
gous to the marriage date of an individual. 
Therefore, we are inclined to accept as the 
birthdate of the city the date of its founding. 

A case in point is the city of Detroit, Michi- 
gan. History records that Detroit, Michigan 
was founded by Count Cadillac about sunrise 
of July 24th, 1701. 








Cadillac had been sent out from Quebec by 
the French Governor (Frontenac) to found a 
trading post on the Detroit River (River of 
Straits). After many months of traveling by 
a northern Ontario route, Cadillac finally ar- 
rived in the Detroit River on the evening of 
July 23rd, 1701. At that time both sides of 
the river comprised French territory and the 
story goes there was some speculation as to 
which side of the river afforded the best site 
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for the proposed trading post. It appears that 
Cadillac and his men spent the night in what 
js now Grosse Isle, and early the following 
morning (July 24th) came back up the river 
and Cadillac suddenly rose and pointed to a 
spot that is now the foot of Shelby Street, 
Detroit, Michigan, and said, “There we will 
build our fort.” They immediately put to shore 
and commenced clearing the forest and true 
to French traditions the first building erected 
was St. Anne’s Church and around this spot 
has grown the present city of Detroit. 


We have always accepted that time and date 
as the true birth time of this city. A curious 
feature of the chart erected for sunrise of July 
24, 1701 is the position of Mars close to the 
ascendant followed by the Sun in Leo, also 
Neptune almost on the meridian in Aries. 
Those who are familiar with the history 
of Detroit will have no difficulty in recognizing 
the influence of Neptune in the city govern- 
ment. From 1760 to 1796 the city government 
underwent many radical changes but was finally 
ceded to the Americans in 1796. 








When the meridian of the city progressed to 
the radical Mars in 1805 the town was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire. 


A new city was built on the site of the old 
and adopted as its motto, “We hope for bet- 
ter days. It shall rise from its ashes.” A 
curious coincidence (or was it coincidence?) 
that the City Fathers should adopt as a 
Civic motto a statement that so accurately ex- 
Pressed the rising Sun. 


In the light of the above facts it would be 








advisable to accept as the birth chart of Long 
Beach, not the incorporation date, February 
10th, 1888, but the date upon which William 
Erwin Willmore first founded Willmore City 
in 1882.

HORARY ASTROLOGY 


To the Editor: 

According to the old Masters of Horary 
Astrology—Lilly, Raphael and Dr. Simmonite 
—the method used by Miss Markowitz in 
solving the violin mystery is not in order. 

These rules are followed strictly by the 
majority of students of Astrology—in England 
at any rate—and usually with success. May 
I therefore point out the following differences 
between the old established methods, and 
those of Miss Markowitz, which are evidently 
of more recent formulation. It is possible, 
of course, as with other types of Astrology, 
that the same results may be had by different 
methods, but there is no doubt that the 
true foundation of this study was laid down 
by these old writers, who in their turn based 
their study on ancient and reliable sources: 
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. The map for the question should be 
erected for the exact time at which the 
query is received by the astrologer—not 
the assumed time of the loss of the 
article. 

. The stolen violin belonged to the hus- 
band of the Querant, in which case the 
map for judgment should be turned over 
so that the 7th house becomes the 1st 
house—owner of the article. The normal 
8th house then becomes his 2nd house 
—his property, the lost violin—and the 
normal 1st house his 7th house—repre- 
senting the thief. 


For simplicity therefore the map can be 
turned upside down and then considered in 
the following manner: the aspects, if any, be- 
tween the rulers of the 1st and 2nd houses— 
not the occupying planets—will tell whether 
or not the violin will be recovered. The num- 
ber of degrees needed to complete the aspect 
gives the time of recovery. The ruler of the 
2nd house will give the nature of the article. 
The sign and house in which this is posited 
will show by nature and position where it is 
likely to be found. 

The ruler of the 7th house (the original 1st 
house) and the sign it occupies give a de- 
scription of the thief, and his aspects to the 
planet representing the owner of the property, 
as to whether or not he will assist in the 
return of the article. 

Many other deductions can, of course, be 
made from the map, and there are many exact 
rules to be followed, but unless other points 
stand out very obtrusively, it is usually best 
to study only the question brought forward 
and only the significators of the question. The 
Part of Fortune and the Nodes are always 
inserted on the chance that their position 
would give extra pointers as to the success 
of the matter inquired into.

ROMANCE 


QUESTION: In judging a comparison be- 
tween two individuals, how does one tell 
when it is a one-sided love affair? I mean, 
there are so many cases where one person is 
desperately in love with someone who doesn’t 
care for him. How can one be desperately 
in love unless the charts blend in a strong 
way, and if that is true, why don’t both of 
them feel it? 


ANSWER: There might be many possible 
explanations for this condition, but the best 
explanation appears to be that offered by F. 


Landon in the issue of “Mind,” June, 1905 
under the title “Centres of Force” wherein he 
discussed the problem of character versus en. 
vironment in relation to astrology. This article 
was reprinted in part by Allan Leo in his book, 
“Casting the Horoscope,” page 178. 

The writer of the above article takes the 
position that in the study of a horoscope there 
are two major factors to consider—sign posi- 
tion and house position. We take the liberty 
of quoting from the above as follows: 


“The ray of Venus passing through the 
sign Capricorn, striking the earth in such 
an angle, inclines the ego to respond to 
the impacts of certain vibrations upon his 
vehicles. Well and good, that is the in- 
volutionary view. On the other hand, as 
it seems to me, we have the ego repre- 
sented by the centre of the horoscope, 
upon which all various rays and influences 
fail.... And this Ego is polarized, as it 
were, with the Aries portion of his nature 
... in the ascendant: his (egoic) heart 
in the fifth house, etc. 

“It is quite true that the house repre- 
sents the physical body, in a Karmic 
sense, i.e., as a matrix for the effects of 
the previous causes ... that is only as 
viewed in its negative or receptive sense, 
Why should it not also typify the Ego 
himself, when interpreted positively, i.e., 
as indicating the deliberate outgoing en- 
ergies of the internal Free Man?” 


The writer goes on to give an illustration 
in which Venus is in the seventh house, in 
such a position that it has precisely the same 
MUNDANE relationship towards the angles of 
the figure—viz: Ist, 4th, 7th, and 10th houses— 
that 23° 6’ of Libra has ZODIACALLY to- 
wards the cardinal points Aries, Cancer, Libra 
and Capricorn. Continuing with the illustra- 
tion the author applies this theory to the prob- 
lem presented in the above question—‘Sup- 
pose this outgoing ray (Venus) 23° 6’ of the 
seventh house, to fall in the horoscope of an- 
other person in which the zodiacal sign Libra 
23° 6’ is occupied by the planet Mars.” This, 
according to Mr. Landon, “would indicate a 
great receptivity to vibrations of 23° 6' of 
Libra, particularly Venus vibrations. Suppose 
moreover that the horoscopes involved are 
those of opposite sexes, and we have all the 
elements of a love romance calculated to stir 
the nature very deeply.” Mr. Landon goes on 
to state that such a case came to his personal 
notice in which other points of sympathy in 
the horoscope seemed insufficient to account for 
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the degree of attraction manifested, and the 
interesting fact was that the passiom appeared 
to have been on the side of the man who had 
Venus symbolically in 23° 6' Libra, That is 
to say, he had Venus in 23° of the seventh 
house and the woman had Mars 23° of the 
seventh sign Libra. 

This theory, if valid, would seem to answer 
the question which our reader propounds, and 
would fully account for these paradoxical cases 
wherein, as stated, the love is all on one side. 
We feel that this suggests a fruitful line of 
research. Of course, in order to be productive 
of anything conclusive, it would be necessary 
to know the true house positions of the planets 
in the charts under consideration, that is to 
say, it would be necessary to have an accurate 
ascendant. 


THE WIZARD OF OZ

Publicity which is now being circulated 
about the movie production of “The Wizard 
of Oz’ has made me curious to know the 
birthdate of L. Frank Baum and what plane- 
tary aspects in his chart produced the type 
of genius that could bring forth such charm- 
ing fantasies for children. 

As far as I can see, children have always 
loved the Oz books, but I wonder if any loved 
them more than I, who, as a child read them 
over and over, yes, even dreamed at night 
of being “Dorothy.” My own birthdate is 
June 20, 1905, 3:20 A.M. . . . Could there be 
any correspondence between my chart and 
that of L. Frank Baum? ... So much sym- 
pathy and understanding existed between me

ANSWER: L. Frank Baum was born on 
May 15th, 1856 at Chittenango, New York. 

For the convenience of our readers we are 
reproducing the horoscopes for May 15, 1856 
and June 20, 1905. 

Undoubtedly the fantastic characters Baum 
created were the expression of his Sun-Uranus 
conjunction in Taurus, which conjunction is 
closely sextiled by Neptune in Pisces, a con- 
figuration which would stimulate the creative 
force (Sun) to transcend reality and soar into 
the farthest realms of fancy. At the time that 
Baum wrote the “Wizard of Oz” in 1900, his 
Moon had progressed to the degree of this 
natal conjunction, enabling him to bring the 
Product of his imagination into material being. 
Your own Jupiter in Taurus is exactly on the 
Sun-Uranus conjunction in Baum’s chart, which 


would indicate your understanding, love and 
appreciation of his “idea children.” 

Mercury in Baum’s chart, representing the 
faculty of expression in the written word, is 
less than 1° from your ascendant. This aspect 
emphasizes the strong impression his books 
made on you as an individual: Further, Saturn 
in 28° Gemini in the author’s chart is exactly 
conjunct your natal Sun—he had the power to 
fascinate you, and he in turn derived benefit 
(even though unconsciously) from your ad- 
miration of his work.

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The summer issue of the Astrological Bul- 
letina published by Lewellyn Publications, Los 
Angeles, California, has on its back cover a 
horoscope of the Declaration of Independence, 
which by implication is presented as a horo- 
scope of U. S. A. We are reproducing this 
horoscope below. 











Incidentally this horoscope was, I believe, first 
put forward by Mr. John Hazelrigg and pub- 
lished some years ago as one of the Astro- 
Scientific series issued by the American Acad- 
emy of Astrologians. In support of this horo- 
scope Mr. Hazelrigg furnished an excerpt from 
the Journal of Congress July 4th, 1776. 


“Agreeable to the order of the day, the 
congress resolved itself into a committee 
of the whole, to take into further coi- 
sideration the Declaration and after some 
time the President resumed. the chair and 
Mr. Harrison reported that the committee 
had agreed to a Declaration which they 
desired to report.” And further in the 
same minutes (vide Lossing, the Histor- 
ian) it is recorded: “At a little past 
meridian on the fourth of July, 1776, a 
unanimous vote of the thirteen colonies 
was given in favor of declaring them- 
selves free and independent states.” 


As Mr. Hazelrigg says, “This would seem to 
lift its geniture out of the sphere of controversy 
into the region of certitude” to which we would 
add, this evidence does seem very convincing. 

If it is also a fact that the majority of 


astrologers have accepted Gemini ascendant~ 
why? We cannot arrive at a judgment until 
the case for both sides is presented and the 
evidence is not all in until the exact origin of 
the Gemini Horoscope is established. 

The experienced astrologer has no dif 
culty in recognizing this as a much more av. 
thentic chart simply on its face value without 
any supporting testimony. If the first house 
rules the people of a nation, by what stretch 
of imagination can the people of the U. S. ever 
be called Saturnine? On the other hand, how 
truly Uranian they are and how thoroughly do 
they exemplify the adaptability and versatility 
of Gemini plus the mental belligerence of Mars 
in Gemini. Really the above mentioned char. 
acteristics are so clearly stamped on the typical 
American that scarcely anyone could consis. 
tently deny that the Gemini ascendant accu 
rately describes the American temperament. 

Another curious fact in connection with this 
Gemini ascendant is that when we calculated 
the midheaven of the horoscope of the new 
nation from the horoscope of its creator, 
Thomas Jefferson, we find that we get 16° 
Aquarius on the midheaven and 10:27 Gemini 
rising. 

It was Thomas Jefferson (born April 13, 
1743) who drafted the Constitution which was 
finally accepted by Congress. He is therefore 
the real father of this country, since the gov- 
ernment is a manifestation of his ideal. When 
we say father, we do not necessarily mean 
“father” in the ordinary sense; he might a 
accurately be considered the spiritual mother 
of the country, since it was he who gave it 
birth. 

We therefore applied our system of the 
mother’s birthdate to the problem, and finding 
the midheaven of this intellectual child, starting 
with Jefferson’s Moon (6:18 Sagittarius), mul- 
tiplying his age (33) at the time (1776) the 
Constitution was drafted by 13° — 429 degrees 
which, added to 6:18 Sagittarius, gives us 16° 
Aquarius for the midheaven of the new nation. 


In this connection we wish to call attention 
to a curious fact we have observed which in 
cidentally brings us back to a consideratior of 
that most interesting problem, viz. “election 
charts,” the problem of selecting the correct 
time for any particular venture, business of 
otherwise. We have observed that those ver 
tures succeed best that come into being at 4 
time of day when the progressed Moon of theit 
originator or creator (arrived at by the above 
method) is on the meridian, in fact it has been 
noticed that ventures coming into manifest 
tion at any other time have a tendency to 
still-born and never amount to very m 
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which is something for our horary astrologers 
to think about. 

Getting back to a consideration of the horo- 
scope of U. S., we reproduce herewith a horo- 
scope erected for July 4th, 1776, with 16° of 
Aquarius on the midheaven:

He backed 
his contentions with the names of many fa- 
mous artists, musicians and writers whose 
works had created immortal edifices to their 
memory. 

Presently, Hungarian Rhapsody ended. The 
number following, Sinclair recognized as the 
universally-loved Humouresque. Listening to 
its delicate versatility, its touching, rhythmic 
strains, he felt himself emotionally lifted up, 
in an almost indescribable manner.

that I am a natural admirer of good piano 
music. It is as if there were some strange 
rapport between the consciousness of the 
artist and myself.” 

Sinclair was a student of psychology and 
other erudite subjects, and often found him- 
self delving into many abstract considerations 
of life, human, organic and universal. He was 
at heart an artist, and rebelled against ma- 
terialism in any of its myriad forms; he was 
one in whom the dictates of cold reason would 
never gain supremacy over the soul. 

He relaxed his receptive, attentive mien 
when the radio program, which had so fas- 
cinated him, drew to a close. The announcer 
was speaking. 

“This series of piano selections has come 
to you from the hand of Lora Wilkins,” he 
was tersely saying. He added that any par- 
ticular musical selection requested would be 
played by the pianist in the future. 

“So a woman caresses the magic key- 
board!” Sinclair mused. “I had a sort of in- 
tuition that these enchanting strains had a 
feminine touch. .. . By the way—I will send 
in a request to the lady; it will be Danse 
Macabre, That will be rather heavy for her, 
but a real test of her ability.” 

Macabre was one of his most cherished 
favorites in confpositions. When feeling con- 
fused and emotionally off-balance, he often 
played the ingenious, almost incomprehensi- 
ble musical classic—of which he had several 
differently-orchestrated records—on his ex- 
pensive phonograph. 


ABOUT a week later, he received a letter 
from the radio station over which Lora Wil- 
kins’ program was weekly broadcast. In it 
was a small catalog of pianos. 

Opening the catalog, he noticed at once a 
post-card between its pages.

“The crude, untutored, bestial type nearly 
always possesses a crude, repelling face,” he 
would say to many of his friends.

When 
she smiles as in this picture, her eyes sug- 
gest mischievousness, inner enthusiam, frank- 
ness and intense creative ability. On the 
whole, they seem to be rather masculine eyes, 
with their positivity of expression . . .” 

He paused in thoughtful contemplation of 
the picture. He held it at arm’s length and 
turned it in first one angle to the light, then 
another. The small, wan figure with its 
lovely-featured face, so lighted up with its 
spontaneous, vibrant smile, seemed aiming a 
pleasant shaft straight into his consciousness.

The astrologer’s mild voice made Sinclair 
feel more sure of himself. He discussed the 
high-lights of his life with the astrologer, his 
aspirations, inclinations and inner urges, 
gradually leading up to Lora Wilkins and 
her strange influence over him. 

“Hmm! Seems like you’ve been holding a 
tryst with Neptune!” the astrologer said after 
hearing Sinclair’s confessional. “Let’s have 
your birth date, inclusive of hour and place 
born.” 

“I have heard I was born around one- 
thirty in the morning,” Sinclair said, supply- 
ing his birthday and year. “I was born in 
New York where I have lived most of my 
life.” 

“That hour seems close enough to be cor- 
rect,” the astrologer said. “For it would give 
you an ascendent in the watery, dreamy sign 
of Pisces. Your obvious personality seems to 
tie up with Pisces well enough, and your 
face shows the typical mild, unaggressive 
sensitivity of the sign by its placid, poetical, 
near-feminine features . . .” 

The astrologer procured a small leather- 
backed book, some tables and blank forms. 
He worked for several minutes over one of 
the blank charts, filling it with figures and 
symbols taken from the book and tables. He 
raised his head, evidently through. 

“Here is our natal chart,” he said, “for the 
place and hour of your birth.” 

Sinclair peered eagerly but uncomprehend- 
ingly at the horoscope map. “Suppose you in- 
terpret some of it for me,” he asked of the 
astrologer. 

“Well,” the astrologer began, “I see a strong 
astrological indice to your way of reacting 
to the experience you described,” referring 
to Lora Wilkins. “Pisces ascending marks you 
as an aesthete, a dreamer, a meditator .. . 
Your third-house Sun denotes you to be a 
searcher, a student. But to get your fortunes 
with, and your way of reacting to, women 
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and love, we look to the Moon and Venus, 
and the fifth and seventh segments of the 
horoscope.” : 

Sinclair was closely following the astrol- 
oger’s remarks, becoming steadily convinced 
that there was something to astrology after 
all, and that Professor Smith was proficient 
with its technique. He begged him to con- 
tinue. ; 

“Well,” the astrologer said, focussing his 
eyes searchingly upon Sinclair’s face, “you 
were born with Venus conjoined to Neptune 
near the cusp of the fifth house—the house 
of love. In ancient mythology, Neptune was 
the ruler of the oceans—and Venus’ father. 
Venus refers to love, beauty and happiness 
on the normal planes of life, but Neptune 
refers to the loftier levels of love, beauty and 
happiness. You possess transcendent, well- 
nigh impossible ideals of love. You are highly 
impressionable and constantly strive to con- 
tact the remote strains in the beauties of life. 
Your natal Moon near this conjunction in its 
own sign, Cancer, accentuates the high de- 
gree of impressionability in your conscious- 
ness. 

“The steadying sextile from Saturn to these 
planets indicates that you forsake many of 
the joys and attractions of normal life, hold- 
ing true to your lofty ideals—even though 
you often imagine the latter to be only idle 
dreams robbing you of your normal legacy 
of joys from life’s stores. Is this not so?” 

“Indeed it is, professor!” Sinclair said, re- 
calling vividly the numerous opportunities 
for association with likely members of the 
opposite sex—who seemed attracted to him 
for some peculiar reason—he had shunned in 
the past. 


THE astrologer resumed: “You are one 
whose soul aspires to the unattainable, the 
infinite, we might say, in the way of beauty, 
color, sound—and love. To you, the ordinary 
satisfactions of life are deficient. You are 
psychically sensitive to the vibrations of 
others, and are easily upset when around 
those whose magnetisms clash with yours, or 
don’t form a harmonious blend with your 
personal aura. In the matter of the lady 
whose piano-playing so fascinated you,” the 
astrologer noted the alert expression spring- 
ing to Sinclair’s face, “I can understand how 
you were attracted first to her radio music, 


then to her. Your Venus, ruling beauty anj 
music on the normal plane, conjoined to her 
higher planetary octave, Neptune, which ex. 
tends Venus’ forces to exalted, cosmic levels, 
explains much. You relish fine musical com. 
position—classical and symphonic—and hate 
the simpler forms. Music doth have cham, 
nay, unworldly charm—for you!” The a. 
trologer paused, seemingly lost in reverie, 

Presently he continued “Neptune inf. 
ences imaginary things—our fond dreams 
our inner inspirations—and I can easily 
imagine you falling in love with unusually 
appealing movie stars appearing on the 
sereen, moving pictures being ruled by Nep- 
tune; or even becoming infatuated with some 
unusual piece of music striking your fancy, 
or the picture of some female whose beauty 
caught your eye...” 

Sinclair listened intently to the astrologer’ 
interpretations. He was beginning to fee 
strangely empty and despairing—that he was 
an aimless dreamer destined to go through 
life deluded and disillusioned. 

The astrologer seemed to sense his inner 
misgivings. He looked at the chart-form, then 
continued: 

“But you must hold true to your dreams 
Don’t debauch them with materialistic action 
motivated by distrust and cyncism. It has 
been said, ‘As a man thinketh, so he is’... 
Thoughts are moulding powers. Your ideals 
of women and love are high, but you wil 
attract in time, if true to yourself, the in- 
carnation of your dream-desires.” 

These words caused Sinclair to feel a sud- 
den glowing elation within himself. He asked 
hesitantly of the astrologer: “Do you think! 
am under astrological influences during this 
time, or this year, that would tend to attract 
me to something unusual, say, in the way 
—love?” 

“Yes, I do,” the astrologer returned. “Your 
progressed Mercury, ruler of your house d 
partnership, during this year is in trine- 
aspect of creative realization—to your natd 
Venus, which occupies your mansion of love. 
Again, Neptune is slowly transiting you 
house of partnership, in opposition to you! 
ascendant, and in harmonious relation to your 
fifth-house group in Cancer, Neptune has 
been. transiting your house of partnership for 
several years, and will be there quite a few

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Hitler and the Nazi Ideal 


a political-social movement which Mus- 
solini ushered in, and which is broadly des- 
ignated by the term “Fascism,” can be in- 
terpreted in various ways. If one forgets the 
purely Italian background of strict Fas- 
cism, and if one thinks of the wider aspects 
of the movement which I am calling “The 
European Reaction,” one can see in it the 
Satisfaction of a deep collective urge. This 
urge is as old as the world; yet it is taking 
& very special and characteristic significance 
in the Twentieth Century. We will get a 
much better perspective of the generalized 
theory of Fascism—which then includes the 
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German idea of the Totalitarian Nazi State 
—if we get a clear conception of the sub- 
conscious relation it bears to the keynote of 
the human evolution during our century. 

I have already mentioned in previous arti- 
cles the fact that every century can be and 
should be considered as a cyclic unit in the 
vast pageant of human civilizations. Each 
century has a basic key-note. This key-note 
may not refer to the most superficially rec- 
ognizable trend of the century; and one 
should always remember that every trend 
has a negative as well as a positive aspect, 
a material or outer, and a spiritual or inner 
manifestation. Thus, unless one is able to 
detect the fuhdamental current flowing un- 
der the ebbs and flows of short tides, unless 
one knows how to discount non-essentials 
and isolate basic collective and _ planet- 
encompassing urges, one is liable to miss the 
central key-note of the century one studies. 
Also it should be evident to every student 
of history that any century is closely re- 
lated to the preceding one—and often a part 
of an historical whole which gives a larger 
key-note to series of centuries, both small 
and vast. 

The relation between two successive cen- 
turies is usually, or at any rate often, one 
of contrast or opposition. Thus one might 
say that the key-note of the Nineteenth 
century was separative individualism; while 
that of the Twentieth century is uwnanimism 
—two terms which need be carefully ex- 
plained, if one is to understand the present 
“European Reaction” which embraces cul- 
tural Neo-classicism as well as_ political 
Fascism. 

The Eighteenth century saw the break- 
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down of the “old order,” which had ruled 
the world since the end of the Middle Ages 
and since the feudal conceptions had been 
superseded by the “classical” ideas of State- 
centralization and of the divine right of 
Kings. The Revolutionary Period, in France 
and in America, put in practice the theories 
of philosophers and rationalists who set forth 
as “self-evident truths” the abstract equality 
of all men, their “inalienable rights” as 
individuals. 

The Nineteenth century found itself en- 
dowed with this spiritual heritage as well 
as confronted with a sense of political change 
accentuated by the release of the vast en- 
ergies, liberated by machines and inventions, 
which transformed man’s physical, then so- 
cial outlook. The individual had been at 
least partly released from the structural 
bonds of the classical era and of the aristo- 
cratic, king-centered State. Individuals faced 
individuals, free from rigid traditions of 
Church and State. The result was Roman- 
ticism and Imperialism. 

The individual, seeing himself separate 
from other individuals, either found himself 
lonely and lost in his solitude and tried to 
reach happiness, reality, or the loss of his 
unbearable selfhood—freedom is often a curse 
to the unprepared!—by reaching emotionally 
either for the love of a “soul-mate” comple- 
menting him, or for the sense of absorption 
into “nature” or “cosmic consciousness.” On 
such an out-reaching was founded Roman- 
ticism, the emotional cry of isolated souls, 
lonely yet proud, self-conscious yet eager 
for self-annihilation. 


Imperialism, Individual or National 


The more “hard-boiled” and materialistic 
individuals, with a strong sense of ego and 
power, made the same situation lead them 
to imperialism—a concept which applies to 
individuals as well as to nations. In Europe, 
because the old state-concept was. still 
strong, “national imperialism” became the 
striking characteristic of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury. Thus we have British Imperialism and 
the American billionaire as two types. The 
imperialists, Rhodes and a Disraeli, oppose the 
Romantics, Alfred de Musset and a Wagner 
in Europe. A Rockefeller and the railroad 
builders before him oppose a Walt Whitman 


and an Emerson in America; all Nineteenth 
century “key-noters.” 

The first years of the Twentieth century 
led the Nineteenth century trends to their 
inescapable, fateful consummation. Roman. 
ticism disintegrated throughout the end of 
the last century; it transformed itself into 
various forms of cultural decadence and in- 
dividual neuroses. Imperialism led to the 
Great War of 1914, preluded by the rise of 
Japanese imperialism and the revolt of the 
Orient as a whole. Then began the era of 
nationalistic and international chaos, the 
Jazz Age of disillusioned individuals who 
had seen all social, religious, ethical struc- 
tures collapse on top of their already dis- 
torted psychology loaded with complexes, 
ie. with the refuses of Romantic individual- 
ism or of its negative pole, the Victorian 
mentality. In the arts, we have German 
Expressionism, French Dadaism, Spanish- 
Anglo-Saxon Sur-realism. In politics, ram- 
pant anarchy and the chaotic beginnings of 
Russian and Hungarian Communism send- 
ing chills of fear down the spines of holders 
of wealth, progeny of Nineteenth century 
“barons of business.” 

Faced by a sense of disorder beyond any 
apparent possibility for immediately effective 
solutions along truly new lines of thought or 
behavior, faced by fear and rising neuroses, 
particularly imperious, ambitious and sub- 
consciously’ frightened personalities rose to 
heed the subconscious call of the middle 
classes and upper classes for “order at any 
price.” In the arts, the trend manifested 
as Neo-classicism, or Neo-catholicism, or 
Neo-scholasticism—various forms of “return 
to the past,” to the traditional formalism of 
the Fifteenth and especially Sixteenth cen- 
turies; and in some cases to concepts of the 
Fourteenth century. In politics, we have the 
return to past national glory, to the “Ro- 
man Empire” and to the old Teutonic Mil- 
itary Orders. 


Order at Any Price 


Two factors stand out in such a trend: the 
craving for order at any price—and the sub- 
conscious yearning for the “feel” of collec- 
tive life. This last factor is the most 
arresting one. A reaction against the “‘separa- 
tive individualism” of Romanticism and Im- 
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perialism was unavoidable. The War made 
it imperative. In Europe it made it necessary 
in an emotional, subconscious way. Men 
could no longer stand feeling themselves 
individuals and separate. Freedom of 
thought? They could not use it construc- 
tively. Scientific criticism left a taste of bit- 
terness and spiritual aimlessness. Art-criti- 
cism led to a profusion of “schools” and 
“ims.” Political democracy led to endless 
parties, fighting over nothing, the playground 
for the unscrupulous and the _ inefficient. 
Bitter and purposeless indeed seemed the 
fruits of the Eighteenth century liberalism; 
also, inadequate in coping with a world 
utterly transformed by machines and tech- 
nology. 

Add to such a mental background the 
sense of national defeat in Germany, or 
national frustration in Italy, the mass-psy- 
chology of fear, and emotional as well as 
financial insecurity, and you have a set-up 
which made reaction against individualism 
and democracy unavoidable. 


The Need for Coercion 


Mussolini and Hitler rode to power on the 
tide of such a mass-reaction. What did they 
offer as cures? Nothing really concrete, but 
powerful words, slogans, dream-ideals which 
made the masses feel alive, secure—and 
above all, unanimous. Individuals craved to 
think and feel all as one. They could no 
longer stand the burden of individual self- 
hood and of freedom of thought. They 
wanted to feel unanimous, to act unani- 
mously. They forgot the method—the only 
one which dictators could offer. They wel- 
comed unanimity by coercion, by physical 
and mental and emotional violence—unanim- 
ity bought by killing or exiling all who 
refused to be unanimous, to be worshipers 
of the Collective Symbol of Unity and 
Power: the Duce, the Fuehrer—the glorified 
“Caesar,” the tribal “Medicine Man,” mouth- 
Piece of a tribal God. 

Is there any other type of unanimity pos- 
sible? I believe so—otherwise there would 
be no other way for Twentieth century 
mankind but some form of Fascism—and 
that would be tragic indeed. Modern Sci- 
ence is also building unanimity, not by 
coercion—but by the power of self-evident 


truths, objective to and recognizable by all 
men who are willing to develop adequate 
mental faculties. In other words, today men 
agree on a vast number of things as far 
as facts of physics, chemistry, engineering, 
etc., are concerned. Science is constantly 
adding to this vast body of unanimously 
accepted knowledge, and if some methods 
are found which would provide the same 
or a similar type of unanimous assent in 
matters dealing with psychological, socio- 
logical, economical and perhaps metaphysical 
and metapsychical factors, then a basic una- 
nimity would be obtained not requiring 
the exclusion or killing of dissenters, 
not based upon emotional mass-propaganda 
and the magic of slogans and catchy 
formulas. 


Modern science perfected its methods and 
its ideology not long after H. P. Blavatsky, 
founder of the modern Theosophical Move- 
ment, brought out in her Secret Doctrine 
the idea (or fact) of the existence of a 
body of self-evident knowledge in the cus- 
tody of an immemorial “brotherhood” of 
Adepts; a body of knowledge developed 
throughout countless generations of “per- 
fected men” and of seekers (by means of 
extended senses and minds) after univer- 
sally valid knowledge. Whether or not we 
accept this original theosophical idea—sadly 
distorted and misapplied by the majority of 
Blavatsky’s followers—the interesting point 
is that if it were correct we would have 
another type of “unanimity based on self- 
evident truths”—based on knowledge which 
does away with individually held opinions. 


Truths vs. Opinions 


Of course we think it is very important 
to have our own opinions about “life, love 
and happiness”—and politics! But is it? What 
is important is that no one should force us 
to hold his opinion: and not that we should 
forego mere opinions where self-evident 
truths—like the fact that water boils at 100 
centigrade at sea level—are obtainable. This 
is neither “regimentation,” nor “Fascism”, 
nor a “collectivism” properly assailable in 
the name of a sound individualism. It is just 
plain common sense. Where everyone can 
know, there is no need to hold to your own 
opinion in the matter. And if ever we can 
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all know about psychology—individual and 
collective—by newly devised methods or ex- 
panded faculties, all about social science, 
production and consumption of wealth, etc.— 
then we will have reached a workable unan- 
imity at least on all practical matters of 
social and material organization. 

This is the real ideal back of a system 
such as Technocracy—all reference to the 
worth of individuals leading such a move- 
ment being disregarded here: A social sys- 
tem in which no politics enter, no political 
or nationalistic division of geographical units 
—the continents; a social system in the hands 
of “technologists,” another word for people 
who are trained into unanimously acceptable, 
objective knowledge, which to them has be- 
come self-evident. 

If I take so much time in dealing with 
these generalities, it is because it is only on 
the basis of such that anything like an im- 
personal, unemotional and non-partisan esti- 
mation of the Totalitarian Idea can be 
reached. And that Idea is the reality of Fas- 
cism and Nazism, underneath the glamour of 
popular heroes and neurotic “medicine men,” 
underneath “blood purges” and all the often 
gruesome paraphernalia of modern dictator- 
ships. 


The Twentieth Century Chart 


Can we trace the birth of such an Idea 
and thus submit it to astrological analysis? 
I fear not. I believe, however, that the 
“Twentieth Century Chart,” which I have 
discussed in AMERICAN ASTROLOGY (July 1936) 
would be the best index to the unavoidable, 
historically fated trend towards unanimism, 
totalitarianism, autarchy and the like. It has 
Neptune and Pluto in Gemini opposing all 
other planets centered in, or immediately 
around Sagittarius—and the Moon’s South 
Node conjoins Neptune and Pluto. 

Here is the dilemma, dualism or schizo- 
phrenia, of the Twentieth century. Enforced 
unanimity on the material plane reacts as 
religious fanaticism on the spiritual. Between 
materialistic totalitarianism or technocracy 
(the American type of material unanimity 
on the plane of economics absorbing politics) 
—and mysticism or religious transcenden- 
talism of often unsound character, the pen- 


dulum oscillates. Men are torn by the cop. 
flicts, and the planet is rent by a deep 
Civil War—of which Spain has the honor to 
have become somewhat a symbol. The side 
that has won has lost as much as the ¢de- 
feated. After which, the task of Integrators 
will come; Integration, the only process by 
which true and all-inclusive unanimity can 
ever be achieved. 

Totalitarianism, the Corporate State and 
its autarchy (economic self-sufficiency) are 
mere indices of the trend of mankind mud- 
dling through the mire of an unforgettable 
past of hatred and politics. They are the 
shadows of the truth of the future. A Mus- 
solini and a Hitler will pass. We know well 
now their character, and their charts have 
been flashed in all magazines. They are the 
shadows heralding a coming reality—just as 
are Lenin and Trotsky and Stalin, or the 
Technocrats. Mankind is not yet ready for the 
light. Its past is too heavy. The “complexes” 
and “habits of behavior’ men have built for 
millennia cannot be transformed so easily. 
So we go blundering on—and the chief 
blunderers become our leaders and our 
demi-gods. And so Hitler has become one of 
the most important figureheads of humanity: 
a maladjusted neurotic turned into a su- 
preme Twentieth century “medicine man” 
bringing God’s words down to the extended 
German tribe. 

Some people will hate me for such a sen- 
tence; but I mean no condemnation in it 
for the man Hitler. An age of chaos in an 
atmosphere like that of post-war Germany 
had to have a “medicine man” as its Symbol 
of Power and Unity. The irrationality of the 
man and his emotional psychological unbal- 
ance, coupled with the fact that he made 
his wildest dreams become a_ triumphant 
actuality, were historically fated. Europe 
could not produce anything else. Hitler, like 
Mussolini, is the creature of twenty centuries 
or more of European history. Why blame 
the man? He has achieved historical and 
symbological significance. He has become a 
standard for millions. That is no mean 
achievement. It is personal fulfillment—the 
same as came to other prophet-leaders who 
used violence to force their beliefs on men.

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The Influence of the Moon

The Moon in Scorpio 


Frederic van Norstrand 


“That gentle Moon, the lesser light, the 
Lover’s lamp, the Swain’s delight, 
A ruined world, a globe burnt out, a 
Corpse upon the road of night.” 


General Characteristics 


NTHRONED in the Sign of the Scor- 
pion the Moon tenants the domain of 
Pluto, heretofore supposedly that of Mars 
alone, because, Pluto not having been dis- 
covered as yet, astrologers supposed only 
Mars could account for the mundane effects 
of this mysterious Sign. That Pluto is the 
actual Ruler instead of Mars I, personally, 
have not the slightest doubt, though some 
claim Mars to be a co-Ruler along with 
Pluto, while others say it depends upon the 
character of the Birth Figure whether Mars 
or Pluto is to be accounted the lord of this 
occult Sign. The likelihood being that all of 
these opinions contain something of the ele- 
ment of truth, though by and large I hold to 
Pluto, being inclined to confer upon him the 
primacy if for no other reason than that Mars 
is generally anything but subtle in his reper- 
cussionary effects, and this no matter in what 
Sign he be posited. This being established, 
if only for the sake of postulation, let us 
argue from this point and see what comes 
of it, 

Now, besides being the sheath of Pluto, 
Scorpio is the Sign wherein the planet Uranus 
is exalted, the Moon here being in her own 
Fifth House. Hence the Moon here is posited 
in Mars’ Eighth House and in square to the 
solar Leo and the Uranian Aquarius and 
opposed the Sign of her own: exaltationship, 
Taurus; about as unfavorable a series of lunar 
influences as it is possible to imagine. But 
more than this, in Scorpio the Moon is in the 
very middle of what is known as the Via 
Combusta, the Combust or Burnt-up Way, so 
called from the violent Fixed Stars to be

found therein, as also from the residue of 
solar heat that lingers there, all of which 
renders this Sign extremely unfortunate, par- 
ticularly to the Moon, “which suffers there 
as much as during an eclipse!” 

To have been born while the Sun was 
transiting this section of the Zodiac is, every- 
thing considered, usually more fortunate than 
otherwise, the type of solar qualities trans- 
mitted, in their nature intensely spiritual, 
usually reacting for the better rather than 
for worse and, being attuned more in the 
direction of spiritual and mental uplift, the 
influence of Sol here is not so apt to work 
havoc in the life. 

But when the Moon inhabits this Sign— 
in all probability the most truly redoubtable 
of the Twelve—it becomes an entirely differ- 
ent matter, as I shall presently explain. 

Now, I do not remember to have run 
across a single instance of a modern author 
of an astrological text who did anything but 
hedge and otherwise talk all around but 
never specifically delineate, much less en- 
large upon, the distinctly malicious influence 
of the Moon when manifesting through this 
constellational body at birth—for fear of 
wounding the sensibilities of its natives. The 
ancient astrologers, true to the principles 
of all science, fearlessly expressed their 
thought and as courageously exposed the 
peculiar qualities of the various heavenly 
bodies when manifesting through the Signs. 
I think good old William Lilly (1602-1681) 
was about the last notable instance of an 
astrologer coming anywhere really near to 
mientioning the intrinsic qualities of this

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characteristics of its natives, he wrote: “They 
are sottish and vulgar, malicious, brutal and 
treacherous; and if it be a female she is 
generally infamous in her desires, and if the 
Moon be afflicted by the square or opposition 
of Saturn or Mars, she is openly scandalous.” 
Hard words, ’tis true, yet unfortunately more 
often justified than disproved, at least in 
the greater majority of cases. Now, contrast 
this with Evangeline Adams’ diplomatic as- 
sertion to the effect that, “one cannot say, 
however, that Scorpio is an altogether happy 
position for the Moon, for the tendency to 
sensuality is undoubtedly very great... . 
Not only do we find a danger of sexual ir- 
regularity or excess, but a strong predispo- 
sition toward indulgence in liquor.” Of course 
this does not detract from Miss Adams’ no- 
table ability as an astrologer—any more 
than it explains the reason why the peculiar 
influence exerted by the Moon in this Sign 
at birth should generally react with so de- 
plorable an effect upon its natives, or offer 
a remedy in the matter. When it comes to 
such matters as these, most astrologers ap- 
pear to think that the least said the soonest 
mended, hence they hint everything and 
specify little or nothing. But of this, more 
anon. Let us now proceed with our expla- 
nation of the peculiar nature of this Sign, 
the eighth of the Zodiac. 


Symbol—The Scorpion 


Scorpio, the symbol (m) for which por- 
trays the legs and tail of a scorpion, or just 
the tail with the sting, pictures also a writh- 
ing serpent and, again, an eagle at rest. It 
is the most mysteriously portentous of the 
Twelve Signs, charting the pathway of the 
Sun and the planets, that which normally 
belongs upon the cusp of the Eighth, the 
House of Death, of deep occultism and of 
magic, the House of Regeneration through 
re-birth onto the spiritual plane, a Sign of 
infinite possibilities, but a pitfall, a morass 
lying in wait like a snare to entangle the 
feet of the unwary. 

On its lowest vibrational plane its qualities 
are accurately prefigured by the scorpion 
that hides under rocks and in the crevasses 
of arid lands, venomous, treacherous, its tail 
upraised to sting the heel of the unwary. 

On its next higher vibrational plane it is 


symbolized by the serpent, venerable symbol 
of Divine Intelligence, yet often prone to 
deceive the unwary; the cold, calculating 
type of mentality given to plotting and de. 
ception, yet harmless unless trod upon, when 
it becomes the very emblem of certain ven- 
geance and of death. 

Finally the highest manifestational plane 
is prefigured by the eagle, indicating the 
heights attained by that soul motivated by 
purely spiritual considerations alone, of mor- 
tal mind impelled through the meditation of 
occult truth to scale the divine heights in 
search of God Himself! Out of the very 
depths unto the heights—and all indexed un- 
der this one Sign of mystery and death! 

In many ways the greatest, the very great. 
est Sign of the Twelve! 

Aye, so truly profound is this Sign in its 
influence, whether for good or evil, that, even 
as St. Augustine declared, the greatest saints 
have ever been the greatest sinners! 

“No sex, no soul,” is only another way 
of saying that in whomsoever the sex im- 
pulse is markedly lacking, such a one lacks 
also the imagination required to be a genius 
in either good or evil. “I would thou wert 
hot or cold” was never said of Scorpio since 
these people are extremists. Neither the 
kingdom of God nor that of Mammon is 
within the power of any mere eunuch to 
attain. The way of the White Magician is the 
same as that to be traversed by the would-be 
adept of the Black Brotherhood—that is to 
say, up to the point where the two roads 
branch off from one another, to the right and 
to the left respectively. The white flame of 
genius, of a rich imagination yoked to a 
intensive effort of the will being what is 
required in either case. And these twin fac- 
ulties have their common root in the sex- 
urge implanted in man by the Lords of Form 
who had special charge of human evolution 
in the Earth Period and who are resident 
in Scorpio, this Sign having rulership over 
the human attributes of procreation, genera- 
tion, regeneration and rehabilitation, the last 
two faculties being enjoyed upon the spiritual 
plane alone. 

It is because so few understand this they 
fall into the category of the great middle 
class, victims of mediocrity, little souls, little 
minds of mediocre attainments, admixtures 
of a little good and a little evil, the whole 
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not representing much of anything. Aye, 
truly it requires all a man’s thought joined 
to the utmost concentration of his will would 
he cultivate the definite character of genius. 
That ability resides, as I have said, in the 
sexual function, and it comes under Scor- 
pio, the sheath symbolizing the spirito- 
sexual proclivities in man. 


Ruler—Pluto 


In this Sign Pluto exults in uttermost in- 
tensity, a portent and a definite influence 
for either good or evil. As a planetary symbol 
Pluto is concerned with death, transition, re- 
birth, redemption, recuperation and recov- 
ery, these states and qualities being also 
resident in Scorpio, Sign of the Underworld, 
wherein we must all meet the great silence 
face to face and so pass onward and upward 
through the Realm of Pluto into that of Nep- 
tune, thence into that of Jupiter and on into 
the solar world. 

Again, Pluto rules the intelligences on the 
inner planes of life, symbolized by the 20th 
Arcane of the Tarot: “life renewing itself 
by virtue of its own motion,” representative 
of all that renews itself by its own innate 
power for generation and regeneration. Pluto 
tules, too, the highest type of spiritual attain- 
ment, the urges toward universal welfare, 
himself probably the lower octave’ of a still 
higher planet yet to be revealed. When sen- 
sitized by aspect or position in the Birth 
Figure, he acts as a sort of receiving-set 
for the reception of intuitional messages di- 
tect from the spirit planes beyond physical, 
even beyond astral life. 

In this Sign the divine monal in evolu- 
tion first begins seriously to consider the 
end of creation’s gigantic scheme, to pon- 
der the great question whither it is tending. 
In this Sign man is seen filled with thirsting 
curiosity, with divine wonder at the spec- 
tacle of the ever-increasing fertility of the 
species, marvels at the strength of indiscrimi- 
nate passion, and first begins seriously to 
consider the law of cause and effect. Innately 
aware of the eternal law of evolution the 
spirit seeks now to cognize the principles of 
its majestic operations, begins to question 
itself and to be interiorly conscious of the 
fact that it has the deciding vote in the mat- 
ter of its becoming. 


As in Cancer the mind was occupied with 
the scheme of biological growth, so in this 
second Sign of the Trinity of Emotion it is 
immediately concerned with the question of 
spiritual growth and eventual becoming, once 
the veil of matter has been cast aside. But 
until this veil has been torn off, the mind, 
particularly when the Moon is manifesting 
through this sheath at birth, tends a great 
deal towards questions of a sexual signifi- 
cance which, being in the nature of the ex- 
ternalization of deeply inward emotional im- 
pulses, is but the perpetuation of the bio- 
logical urge that, begun in Cancer, translates 
itself into action in this second Sign of the 
Sensational, or Emotional, Triad. And, as 
stated above, since the sexual impulse is but 
the externalization of true inward religious 
feeling, that impulse is most apparent in this 
ardent and mystical Sign; an impulse as 
devious in its manifestation as it is potent, 
far-reaching and profound. 

Although it would seem as if, while upon 
the one hand the soul is preoccupied with 
the inscrutable mandates of that nature and 
mystery which is the procreational aspect of 
Divinity, upon the other it is concerned with 
the material perpetuation of life on this plane, 
this interest testifying to its own divinity as 
well as to its kinship with the great Cre- 
ator of All Things. As says the astronomer- 
poet of Naishapur: 

“If I were free to use my will, if I were 
free from cares of good and evil in this 
worthless world, how willingly would I 
choose never to have come here, never to 
have lived here, never to depart hence.” 

I think that passage expresses the philoso- 
phy of the average Scorpionic lunarian were 
he able to express his mental slant in so 
many words. But Scorpio, like Cancer and 
Pisces, can more easier savor and feel than 
express their feelings in so many words. 

In all this there would appear to be little 
of the genuine Martian influence, at least 
in my opinion, since Mars, according to his 
symbol—his hieroglyph consisting of the 
cross, representing matter, superimposed over 
the circle, representing the domain of spirit, 
here seen temporarily in abeyance—scarce 
works in secret, being too vigorous and ex- 
ulting too much in his own strength, too 
violent in the character of action and re- 
action to be responsible for the subtle type 
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of phenomena associated with this sheath, 
the eighth constellation of the ecliptic. Yet, 
rather than start a schism over the actual 
planetary rulership of Scorpio, let us com- 
promise by allotting it to Pluto and Mars 
jointly; the lower and characteristically Scor- 
pionic urge being decidedly sexual and so 
fitting the nature of Mars upon the exterior 
emotional plane, as also his tendency to 
meanness and double-dealing, and toward 
plotting and contriving in general. 

Now, in the occult anatomy of the Grand 
Man of the Universe, the archetype of the 
Microcosm, to the Constellation of the 
Scorpion is allotted the rulership over the 
outward organs of sex, in particular the mas- 
culine generative system, the female gen- 
erative system coming more under the in- 
fluence of Pisces, a far more negative and 
receptive sheath and, being likened to stag- 
nant water, its sovereignty over the lunar 
waters of the womb is established. As Cancer 
is symbolized by running water, Scorpio is 
compared to water in a frozen state, it being 
one of the four Fixed Signs tenacious by 
nature and immovable. 

As the second constellation of the Au- 
tumnal Zodiac, it signifies the heart of the 
Autumn season when the perishing produce 
of the fields scatter their seed to the winds 
so that they may reproduce their kind in 
the Spring when the earth again awakens 
from its seasonal sleep. In man it is the Age 
of Fatherhood when the craving is strong 
upon him to reproduce his kind, that his 
lineage may not perish from the earth. 
Again, in nature it is the first shades of 
evening, when dusk deepens into night, when 
the stars, becoming bolder now, glitter aloft 
in the heavens and the Moon rises amid the 
mighty swing of the constellations. It is the 
Sign of mystery incarnate, of the reproduc- 
tive miracle in nature, THE DEATHLESS 
AND EVERLASTING PERPETUATION OF 
THE SPECIES! 

Thus, from all that has been said regarding 
the triple nature of this phenomenal con- 
stellation of mystery and magic, the influ- 
ence of which extends through the diverse 
planes of life, both incarnate and discarnate 
as well, from birth to rebirth and beyond, 
it can easily be imagined that, when given 
the Moon here at birth, rather a tremendous 
vibration is set up in the Birth Figure that, 


from what has been explained of the lunar 
influence in general throughout these essays, 
cannot fail to become externalized in the 
life, this weirdly secretive vibration tending 
to bring out the worst traits in both planet 
and sheath. Yes, there is no denying that, 
in the opinion of all enlightened students 
of Uranian science, about the most unde- 
sirable lunar vibration possible is that of 
Scorpio, frankly the worst in the Zodiac, 
But allow me to observe here and now that 
this treatise is meant to HELP YOU TO 
FACE INNATE TENDENCIES AND.TO DO 
SOMETHING ABOUT THEM, by sublimat- 
ing them along the lines of the highest pos- 
sibilities of which they are capable, not 
to discourage you. After all, it is up to you 
as to what you do with them. Remember 
THE STARS INCLINE, BUT DO NOT 
COMPEL! 

Having thus described the particular na- 
ture of the lunar vibration customarily mani- 
festing through Scorpio, I shall now describe 
the manifold ways.this works out in the lives 
of those who have the Moon in this Sign 
at birth. 

Taking Scorpio as a whole, it is a Sign 
such as but few thoroughly understand. 
Now, experience has shown that while there 
are three distinct types of Sun-in-Scorpio 
natives, there is by and large but one type 
that is usual when the Moon manifests 
through this sheath: the sensual, emotional, 
materialistic sort, usually very secretive and 
having strong passions that usually seek 
assuagement in the functions of sex, often 
to the accompaniment of alcoholic stimulants. 
Not that these people may be said to be sexy 
from choice, since I do not believe this 
to be generally the case. Instead, it would 
appear as if, like a too highly spiced dish, 
the piquant seasoning of this sauce has per- 
meated the very nature of their being, what 
the Apostle calls the “sting of the flesh” 
really goading them at times almost beyond 
endurance. No one who has not this vibra- 
tion at work in his Nativity can possibly 
understand the insistence of this sexual urge 
that usually begins by inflaming the mind, 
which in turn goads the will into an actively 
insistent desire to acquiesce to what already 
thought has conjured up with such plea- 
surable intensity. It is something to be 
understood, not condemned out of hand. 
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These people cannot abide imposition, of 

being taken advantage of by anyone, any 
more than they can tolerate opposition; nor 
can they be swerved from any purpose once 
they have set their mind upon it. Though 
quick tempered, they have been known to 
- sacrifice much in return for any kindness 
received. Still their attitude would appear 
to imply “nothing for nothing,” since others 
have ordinarily to assume the initiative in 
any reciprocal relationship. 

Now, the mind of these people being, as I 

have said, preternaturally acute, reacts stead- 
ily to impressions from without, not, as in 
Taurus, slowly, even ponderously, but con- 
tinuously and at what might be called an 
even pace. Ideas take a strong hold of both 
the imagination and the will and, since the 
mind is seemingly unable to rest in the mere 
absorption of knowledge, little time is lost 
in translating it into action. Usually there 
is a marked interest in the mysterious in 
nature, in the workings of both natural and 
occult laws, as also in unaccountable phe- 
nomena of every sort. Occult study in gen- 
eral, and Astrology and sometimes Palmistry 
in particular, will always attract the interest 
of these people. Yet, there being an element 
of corruption natural to this Sign, the minds 
of these people are frequently not attracted 
toward the practical consideration of occult 
science until somewhat late in life, or until 
after the sensualistic side of the nature has 
Tun its course and had its day, the more 
scientific tendencies of the mind being inter- 
mittent in their urge, in some cases even 
void of any practical influence, limited by 
the yet stronger trend toward sensuality that, 
given the forceful influence of several im- 
portant planets aspecting the Mcon here, but 
too often ruins the life by bringing it to an 
abortive end ere a deeper tendency has had 
time to prevail. 
Yet the will power of these people is strong 
indeed, as is also the soul weariness that 
overcomes them at times, and, since the one 
often begets the other, not infrequently they 
are compelled to listen to the “still small 
voice” of conscience that, curious to relate, 
= these people is apt to be quite insistent 
In its demands. Certain it is they are never 
left without guidance from beyond, perhaps 
more so than when the Moon is in any other 
Sign save Pisces, 


Decanates 


When the Moon at birth occupies the first 
ten degrees of the Sign, she typifies the in- 
tensity of the native’s struggle with sensual 
desire. The strength of the creative energy, 
relayed by the Moon when posited in this 
first Decanate of the Sign, goads to action 
upon the physical plane. As the sex impulse 
is correspondingly strong, there is much vi- 
tal magnetism in the personality; the imagi- 
nation is actively creative in its outlook, and 
when these people turn from sensuality to- 
ward work of a constructive nature, they 
always display a marvelous fertility of ideas. 
Of these latter they suppress but few, trans- 
lating their thoughts onto the material plane 
with ease and dispatch. The courage of these 
first Decanate people is notable indeed, so 
also their generosity in many cases. Yet 
they often meet with treachery and dis- 
appointment; their travels will be perilous 
and many of their most cherished enterprises 
show a strong tendency to be chimerical. 
Their keyword is RESOURCEFULNESS. 

Those with their natal Moon placed in the 
second ten degrees of Scorpio necessarily will 
have to suffer some restriction in expres- 
sion. Their greatest is the ability to sacrifice 
mere animal desire in the interest of some 
more important decision, the making of which 
will be certain to bring to bear a powerful 
influence for the better in their lives.

This is the famous Deca- 
nate of Attainment, also known as “The 
Laurel Crown of Victory,” wherein the battle 
is at long last won over the senses, and it 
is in this Decanate that occult initiation 
finally takes place. It is, spiritually speaking, 
the best Decan of the three! Here is re- 
vealed the potency of sex when sublimated 
to carry one to the loftiest summit of. men- 
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tal achievement. Ardent are the passions, 
the disposition unbending, while the energy 
is of the sort that knows no defeat. The 
spiritual and mental struggle involved by 
having the Moon here at birth is not only 
intense but continuous. The struggle prefig- 
ured by having the Moon here at one’s birth 
is symbolized in the heavens by the constel- 
lation ARA: an altar from which arises the 
smoke of continuous burnt offerings! 


Men 


Men whose Moon at their birth is posited 
in the Sign of the Scorpion will be con- 
siderably better off than will be the case 
with women with the like lunar position. 
From what has been said it will easily be 
seen that such a vibration will be more apt 
to work havoc in a woman’s life than it will 
in the case of a man, it being more in agree- 
ment with the male than with the female 
nature, character and disposition. Such men

In the case of women, in nine cases out of 
ten the Moon in this Sign will exert an um 
fortunate influence in their lives and affairs 
because, being so very largely a masculine 
vibration, positive more than receptive, one 
ever seeking opportunities for physico- 
emotional satisfaction, few will be the women 
who can handle it successfully. It threatens 
marital infidelity and a generally messy 
emotional life, if not on the part of the na- 
tive, then on the side of her partner, and to 
little if any permanence in the marriage re- 
lation. Many such women incline to havea 
notable hetaira complex, many men enter- 
ing their lives, though scarce one exerting 
a permanent influence upon it. 

To people with the Moon in this Sign at 
birth, many changes are signalled; old friends 
will die or pass out of their sphere, if not 
in one way, then in another. At some time it 
the life a reconstruction period will set ‘iM 
that will bear upon the native’s financial and 
business affairs and that should improve 
them markedly.

Building Boom Evidenced—Progress in Organized Labor—Accidents Threaten Children—En. 
tertainment and Amusement Affairs Depressed—Social Life Brilliant—Explosion 
Threatens Foreign Affairs—Isolationist Policies for U. S. 


l \ UGUST opens with a rush of prosperity 
and active pursuit of happiness, comes to a 
dull and disturbed pause the 3rd and 4th, 
rushes ahead once more in a week of well- 
being, harmony, art and beauty the 7th to 
14th. The 15th to 20th have economic and 
social discords in the center stage, then the 
remaining days of August settle into a fine, 
constructive and harmonious period. This is 
the most pleasant month since early spring; 
people should make the most of this interlude 
in the trying and fear-clouded world of 
today. 


New Moon 


The New Moon ruling the first half of 
August occurred on July 16th in the 24th de- 
gree of Cancer. The New Moon of August 14th, 
at 10:53 p.m., in the 22nd degree of Leo, rules 
the lunar month of August 14th to Septem- 
ber 12th. 

The figure ruling August 1st to 14th has 
the lunation in the eighth house, which rules 
death and inheritance, medicine, occultism, 
taxes, collection of debts and the finances 
of other nations as they affect our own. The 
lunation leaving the sextiles to Uranus and 
Neptune in the houses of government and 
business, work and employment problems 
emphasizes mass production and new scien- 
tific methods applied constructively all dur- 
ing the first half of August. Then the dis- 
cord is formed—the exact square of Pluto 
and Saturn which is brought out strongly 
near August 3rd as Venus passes over it. 
The rising sign is Sagittarius, with the ruler 
Jupiter in the fourth house, of the people, 


their homes, land, agriculture and weather 
conditions, also the building trades. Jupiter 
is expansive, demonstrating prosperity, trust- 
ing in the divine source of supply and al- 
ways eager to press ahead—to find what is 
over the next hill. The people are ina 
cheerful mood, busy and optimistic except 
for a short period near August 3rd, when bit- 
terness, hatred, jealousy or war fears are de- 
pressing. It looks as though the long-awaited 
building boom is really with us all during 
the lunar month, this being the _ brighest 
splash of color in the national picture. The 
nation’s home-owners are both willing and 
able to improve their properties or to build 
finer new ones as the Sun trines Jupiter on 
August Ist and Venus trines Jupiter August 
9th. Crops are doing well and worth more 
money to the farmers than they were; c0- 
operative marketing, government subsidies 
and improved methods of food handling are 
all prominent in a constructive manner this 
month. The weather is unusually fine, warm 
and pleasant; outdoor activities and enter- 
taining are strongly favored, except near 
August 3rd, 4th and 6th. 

The administration is apparently sleeping 
or inactive, but is in reality performing some 
highly successful strategic maneuver affect- 
ing business and employment very favorably. 
Organized labor is doing much better than 
anyone might suppose from the criticism, 
legal troubles or controversies within the 
ranks which are prominent in the news 
around the 4th and again after the 15th 
Transportation is the scrapping-ground at 
present. Profit-sharing, mass production and 
inventions are strong. 

Financial and speculative markets are no 
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responding to the increasing tide of national 
prosperity and welfare as rapidly as they 
ordinarily should. With Mars square Saturn 
in second and fifth houses of the lunation 
figure, there is a breakdown of commercial 
facilities or price structures. Steel, coal, auto- 
mobiles, amusement and highly speculative 
issues are in a very bad way around August 
3rd, though not as badly affected as they 
were during the second half of July. The 
building and agricultural boom is reflected 
August 1st and 2nd and again near August 
9th and 14th. Those who have any purchas- 
ing power should buy in at the bottom dur- 
ing this lunar month; bad as it may look, 
the violent breakdown of markets is only 
temporary. 

Infectious diseases, accidents, broken bones, 
crimes of violence, all tend to make the 
month dangerous for children and young 
people, especially those having natal charts 
badly afflicted near the 1st and 2nd degrees 
of Taurus, Aquarius, Leo and Scorpio. While 
the greatest force of the Mars-Pluto-Saturn 
discord was exerted during July, it is again 
active near August 3rd, 4th and 6th. Amuse- 
ment and entertainment affairs are also de- 
pressed very strongly at this time. Those 
engaged in creative or speculative ventures 
are likely to feel as though they are attack- 
ing a mountain with a shovel and a bent 
pick. 


Social Affairs 


Social and diplomatic affairs are especially 
brilliant, except near August 3rd to 6th; the 
best dates for entertaining or presentation 
of artistic, decorative or luxury displays, also 
for conferences, are August 9th to 14th. 

Higher education is under fire; many peo- 
ple will demand vocational training and im- 
proved psychological direction of students. 
Changes affecting education, religion, foreign 
Policies and transportation are promised 
near August 10th, but action is not likely 
to begin before August 21st, when Mercury 
turns direct. 

The New Moon at 10:53 P.M. on August 
l4th, in the 22nd degree of Leo, begins the 
lunar month ending September 12th. The 
lunation occurs in the fourth house, within 
orb of the fifth house cusp, blending the 
affairs of both in the month’s events. Build- 


ing, agriculture, the nation’s homes and fami- 
lies, land and weather conditions are fourth 
house ruled; children, young people, specu- 
lation, creative ventures and amusements are 
fifth house ruled. The New Moon is in 
square to Uranus, then forms the quincunx 
to Mars and the sesquiquadrate to Jupiter, 
finally the trine to Saturn. Venus squares the 
rising Uranus, then trines the twelfth house 
Saturn. The rising sign is Taurus, the sign of 
finances and economic life, containing Uranus, 
the lord of change, modernization, social con- 
science, the unforeseen and the experimental. 
This lunar month tests in drastic fashion the 
economic and agricultural structure of the 
nation; the people are in a rebellious, self- 
willed mood, and as a result many families 
will be broken—an accentuation of a ten- 
dency already deplorable in our national 
life. 

The resurgence of the political party now 
out of power is a marked feature of the 
lunar month, not without friction, personal 
ballyhoo for sectional representatives, un- 
pleasant revelations concerning the admin- 
istration’s land, building and housing affairs. 

We may look for a cancerous growth of 
hatred, fear and bitterness toward various 
foreign groups in our population. The ruth- 
less war for economic survival brings here, 
as in other less civilized (we hope) coun- 
tries, a wave of anti-Semitic sentiment. The 
negro problem of the South is also aggra- 
vated at this time. 

Speculation is dangerous; amusement ven- 
tures are practically disrupted by bickering 
among those in authority or by lack of 
popular appeal. August 14th to 20th being 
the most unsettled, anything-can-happen 
period. 

As the Sun and Venus trine Saturn from 
the 24th to 27th, the wild and erratic jig-saw 
pieces fall into law and order once more. 
The older, wiser and more sophisticated peo- 
ple may be in the background, but what 
they dictate is the order of the day. 


Foreign Affairs 


Foreign affairs continue to bristle with 
swords and to threaten \explosion at any 
moment; however, strategy and knowledge 
of human nature are called upon to avert 
disaster at the eleventh hour. Our own action 
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on foreign affairs is self-protective, fearful, 
dictated by isolationist policies followed to 
their last bitter end. Our people don’t want 
war. 


United States 


The United States chart shows Pluto in 
the third house, of speaking, writing and 
communications, also -relations with neigh- 
boring countries. Unpleasant events are re- 
ported near August 3rd concerning welfare 
or charitable institutions, medicine, military 
defense or relations with neighboring coun- 
tries. Crimes against women are especially 
vicious; conferences end in destructiveness. 
Neptune, in the house of love, pleasure, 
speculation and children or creative arts, re- 
ceives the stimulating trine of Uranus com- 
plete August 14th; this major aspect makes 
1939 and 1940 a period of rebirth, challenging 
new forms and invention applied to all fifth 
house affairs. Music, the screen and the dance 
are most prominent art forms in our national 
chart. Uranus, still in the obscure, seamy 
and _ trying-to-be-forgotten twelfth house 
presages great unrest and growing explosive 
human and political possibilities in the sub- 
merged section of the population and in the 
underworld. The 4th, 15th and 20th of Au- 
gust are climactic dates of this dissatisfaction. 
Saturn, also in the twelfth house of the 
national chart, brings discipline, economy, 
hardness and necessity for self-reliance to 
those who must rely on social aid. More 
efficiency in administration of welfare and 
institutional activities is demanded and at- 
tained near August 24th to 27th. Jupiter, 
still in the eleventh house, of Congress, group 
activities, friendly countries and humani- 
tarian or social aspirations, is successful and 
brilliant, especially the 1st, 2nd, 9th, 16th, 
20th and 31st. Mars is near the natal Pluto 
in the house of foreign affairs; conflict abroad 
continues to stimulate our national defense 
program. 

Pres. Roosevelt 


President Roosevelt may meet sorrow 
through loss or diplomatic failure near August 
3rd. He continues to follow high personal 
ideals, in spite of criticism and party-split- 
ting near the 4th, 15th and 20th. Foreign, 
court, religious or transportation and ship- 
ping policies are subjects of political attack, 


also of mental strain and suspense. He wins 
honor in foreign disputes or victory over 
opponents near the Ist, 2nd, 9th and 3lst; 
he should beware of over-confidence the 
16th to 20th. 


FULL MOON 


August 1 to 7 

The Sun trine to Jupiter on August Ist 
is followed by Mars quintile Jupiter on the 
2nd; these are two peak days of prosperity, 
well-being, confidence and good cheer. Op- 
portunities should be seized quickly; ven- 
tures should be pushed vigorously. Building, 
real estate, community improvements, are 
strongly favored. The people are in a mood 
to create and enjoy wealth, regardless of de- 
pressed market conditions. On the 3rd Venus 
conjuncts Pluto and squares Saturn; the 
pessimistic financial conditions are stressed 
and a reaction to the highs of the 1st and 
2nd sets in immediately. On the 4th, Mercury 
is square Uranus, indicating mental strain, 
controversy, unfair or prejudiced criticism 
of everyone and everything. Unexpected 
changes disrupt labor conditions; reversal 
or modification of labor legislation is an 
uncertainty looming on the horizon and de- 
cisions made now may have to be thrown 
out the window later on.

LAST QUARTER 


August 8 to 13 

The 8th, with the Moon square Mercury 
and conjunct Uranus, repeats the discordant 
mental influence of the 4th. Stormy weather 
may damage crops, or labor troubles spring 
out of nowhere. People in general had better 
pamper their digestions, for mental strain 
brings physical symptoms to many. The 9th 
is the most favorable social date of the 
month; entertaining, home improvement, 
decoration, luxury and tourist trades flourish 
like the green bay tree.

NEW MOON 


August 14 to 20 

This New Moon ushers in a period of 
economic storm and stress, one in which 
people are self-willed to the point of cutting 
off noses to spite faces, and in which the 
mad scramble for prosperity scares all the 
birds into the deepest part of the bushes.

Market Cycles 


Aca it is important to note the 
“Savior of the World—Uranus trine Nep- 
tune.” This cycle was operating between 1880 
and 1883, and the period was called the gold 
resumption prosperity. Now would be a good 
time to initiate another gold resumption 
prosperity, because our Government has the 
gold and we need the prosperity. (This same 
cycle operated negatively during 1907 to 
1910, and every time it was exact there was a 
decline in the market.) It operated positively 
again in 1933 for a short time, when we had 
a rapid recovery from March to July. We 
have had a slight expression of this cycle 
first in July of 1938, then in May and July 
of 1939. It is still operating to some extent. 

Jupiter starts a semi-square to Uranus the 
first of June, and hardly moves out of orb 
until the first week of September. This acts 
in reverse order to the cycle of Uranus and 
Neptune, making a great contest between the 
two forces. This may cause another tempo- 
rary down trend or hesitation, to be followed 
later by an up trend. 

The Sun is trine Jupiter July 31st, so the 
day to buy would be July 24th, especially if 
there is a decline about that time when the 
Sun makes a square to Saturn. 

There are other good cycles through this 
period—from July 24th to August I1st— 
which are helpful. Those who did not sell on 
July 24th might wait until the first of 
August. After the first of August, speculative 
stocks should either be sold or a stop-loss 
order placed to protect the capital. Further 
regularities are expected this month, if not 


completely overcome by inflation. Buying 
dates will be given in the September article 
—mailed to subscribers about August 12th. 


Trend-Casting 


The subject of forecasting or “Trend- 
Casting” is one that has aroused consider- 
able controversy in the field of investment 
counseling and property management. There 
are two classes of students of the subject— 
one maintains with Professor Henry W. Dunn 
of Harvard University that it is impossible 
to forecast market moves. On the other 
hand, there are many individuals who are 
doing it every day as a regular vocation. 
Some investment counsel houses will promise 
to indicate the market swings and business 
cycles, while there are others who will say, 
“An investment counsel should stick to the 
objective of investing clients’ funds soundly 
and without too much emphasis on trends.” 
The writer thinks that the reason property 
managers and investment counselors do not 
profess to forecast “is because they do not 
know how.” In logic we would say, “They’re 
begging the question.” 

After all, it is impossible to help a client 
without forecasting. When a property man- 
ager accepts the responsibility of managing 
a piece of property, he must also accept the 
responsibility of forecasting that this prop- 
erty is either worth holding or that it should 
be sold. Then again, if he advises the re- 
investment of the money, he must forecast 
“that the other investment is a better one.” 
Any other attitude shows either a lack of 
knowledge, a fear of taking responsibility or, 
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using an old army phrase, that he is “pass- 
ing the buck.” 

The writer is continuously making fore- 
casts and he does not dodge the responsi- 
bility of doing it. After all, what is a client 
paying for if it is not to forecast the prob- 
able trend of an investment? This does not 
mean that infallibility is claimed for the 
forecast. It is obvious that one who spends 
all of his time working at a thing should be 
more competent than one who does not. 

Some authorities will say, “No one can 
predict short-term market swings.” Such an 
attitude is merely an alibi, because they do 
not define the term “short.” For instance, 
a well known national investment counsel 
firm used this alibi regarding the invest- 
ment in Chrysler stock at $126. The stock 
went down a “short-term swing.” This they 
could not forecast, but then the stock went 
down another “short-term swing,” another 
and another, until finally, when all the 
“short-term swings” were put together, it 
had declined from $126 to $35 a share. This 
firm still advised the holding of the Chrys- 
ler stock while it went back to $88 a share, 
then back down to $55 a share when they 
did not only advise the client to sell the 
stock at $55 which had been bought at 
$126, but urged him to do so. 

The question is, where should the line be 
drawn between what is a “short-term market 
swing” or a “long-term market swing,” be- 
cause all swings of the market are made up 
of “short-term swings.” Such investment 
“prattle” is like saying, “Save your dollars 
but do not save any pennies or anything 
made of pennies.” 

When employing a property manager or 
investment counselor, insist that he take the 
responsibility for forecasting the future trends 
of your property. Of course, you cannot 
make him guarantee it, but at least you 
know where to place the responsibility. 
After all, that is what you are paying for. 
You are certainly not paying him to make 
you take the responsibility for his fore- 
casting. 

It makes little difference to the client 
whether it is called trend-casting, forecast- 
ing, predicting, prophesying, counseling, giv- 
ing sound advice, or “to invest a client’s 
funds soundly.” These expressions mean 


practically the same in terms of results- 
in terms of whether or not the client “has 
money in his pocket.” The author thinks 
that the right approach is to try to leam 
more about how to forecast accurately, and 
forget all of this argument about whether 
or not it can be done. He also thinks that 
anyone who is paid for any form of financial 
assistance should take the responsibility for 
forecasting. 

To get both sides of what “Harvard Men’ 
think of forecasting, read the November 19% 
Quarterly Journal of Economics (your pub- 
lic library), published by the Harvard Un- 
versity Press. The article is Solar and Eco- 
nomic Relationships, by Felix I. Shaffer of 
Harvard. He proved conclusively that fore- 
casting could be done—by the SUN.

Bond Inflation 


Are we now having a bond inflation that is 
just as high as the 1920 commodity infla- 
tion, when wheat was $2.40 a bushel and 
laborers were wearing silk shirts to work, or 
when stocks in 1929 went to 380 on the Dow- 
Jones Industrial Average? Wheat was then 
only about three times its recent price of 
80 cents a bushel. Bond interest is now 
one-third of what it was in 1920, which 
means that you would have to own three 
times as much in bonds to give the former 
income. Putting it another way, your one 
thousand dollar Government bond is worth 
only $333.33 in earning power as compared 
to the old standard. 

In the May article, the author spoke of 
inflation. During the month there was the 
greatest Government spending program 
rushed through Congress that has ever 0¢- 
curred. To the surprise of even the New- 
Dealers, these appropriations were passed 
by an overwhelming majority. Even many 
Republican congressmen voted for them. A 
large proportion of this spending will be 
financed with Government Bonds at three- 
quarters per cent interest. This is bond in- 
flation. When bonds are inflated, it is 
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not shown by a rise in price so much as 
by lowering of interest rate. Bond interest 
rate has been lowered to the point where 
the present price is exorbitantly inflated. 
There will be a time when bondholders 
will wake up to the true status of affairs 
and then there will be the greatest ava- 
lanche of selling that we have ever known. 
It might be against public policy and leave 
this magazine open to criticism, if any sell- 
ing dates were mentioned herein. This in- 
formation will, however, be given to the au- 
thor’s clients without fear or favor.

The occupational interests favored by this 
position of the Moon are primarily medicine, 
surgery and chemistry, then archeology, As- 
trology, investigational and police work, law, 
divinity, military life and, not least, embalm- 
ing and funeral directing.

Talismanic Stones to Be Worn 


With the Moon in the sign of the 
Scorpion at birth, a selection should be made 
among the following precious and semi- 
precious stones: the topaz, signifying fidelity, 
next the malachite, jasper, bloodstone, lode- 
stone and flint. 

In the Book of Wings—an ancient and rare 
volume on zodiacal gems—it is recommended, 
would one secure the marked favor of those 
of high estate, to wear a topaz engraved with 
the figure of a flying falcon. This charm 
should have been constructed when the 
Moon, well aspected, is passing through the 
5th, 6th and 7th degrees of the heavenly 
Scorpion. 

Another topaz charm given takes the form 
of a man holding a lamp, to be constructed 
when the Moon, well aspected, is passing 
through the 5th, 6th, 7th, 26th and 27th 
degrees of Scorpio. The Scorpio metal is 
iron or steel—until we discover the particu- 
lar variety of metal Pluto rules.

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Soli-Lunar Calendar, Aug., 1939 
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a the Panchasiddhantika, by Varaha Ma- 
hira, the Arabian astrologer, whose writings 
appeared about the year 548 A.D., we find 
in the 25th chapter, verse 29, the following 
observation: “Ordinary people, as a rule, 
proceed in their business according to the 
days of the week as known from tradition 
(the calendar) without reflecting on such 
questions. The learned, on the other hand, 
declare such assumptions to be right as re- 
sult in the proper determination of the true 
lunar day.” There is plainly circumlocution 
in the translation, but the meaning is, that

the common people do not reflect upon any 
scientific question, and that they assume 
the common calendar day of the week to he 
significant, whereas the learned people know 
better. They know that the calendar days 
do not mean anything in astrology and have 
nothing to do with the true lunar days. 
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Also, in verse 27, Varaha writes: “Owing 
to the various positions of the Sun, it is 
twilight in one place, day in another place, 
and night in still another place. A small 
difference of place thus suffices to entangle 
the question of what planet is lord of the 
day. The question of the hours finds us in 
the same predicament, for the first hour he- 
longs to the lord of the day. If, then, the lat- 
ter is not determined, how can the lord of 
the hour be so?” 

Nearly fourteen centuries have passed since 
Varaha wrote this passage in his book, yet, 
astounding as it may seem, literally thou- 
sands of professional astrologers, up through 
the middle ages to the present time, have 
used the old calendar week days instead of 
the true ones pointed out by Varaha in the 
sixth century. I have examined numerous 
cases wherein the old authors gave the plane- 
tary hours in their exemplary horoscopes, 
and I never saw a single one that was cal-

by the nations of the world. This is a most 
progressive period, and these significant plan- 
etary stimuli point to a complete reorgani- 
zation of the whole economic situation, plac- 
ing it on a sound practical footing, yet at 
the same time stressing the humanitarian 
urges so that the great masses of people 
will benefit.

In world politics we have the dictator 
(Pluto) nations using these specially Plu- 
tonian methods. Japan took, and is taking, 
_that which she desires. Italy took that which 
she desired. Germany has taken her share 
of the tribute. There is absolutely no foun- 
dation for believing that these countries 
should be permitted to take, as they soon 
will be satisfied. They never will be satisfied 
until they rule the world. The countries 
which submitted met a dismally similar fate, 
without in the least appeasing the power- 
mad ruling factions of their conquerors. 

Expressing the opposing faction aroused by 
Pluto, we now have the democracies group- 
ing together to exert pressure sufficient to 
curb the political gangsters. But soft talk 
and mild promises will not suffice. The 
only thing they will heed is overwhelming 


armed might, whereby they become afraid 
to prey upon civilization. 


United States 


The flood of nebulous ideas affecting both 
political and business circles which were 
instigated under the Lunation of July 16th 
will continue to hold the public attention 
in the first part of August. In addition to 
the wild schemes, this is a period when 
marked progress will be made in aviation, 
We also can expect great changes in the 
movie industry under this unusually heavy 
Neptune influence. 

Peculiar conditions will affect our political 
leaders, bringing an attempt to promote the 
people into some grandiose plan. This seems 
a likely time to put forth the next phase 
of the government lending plan to help 
business out of the doldrums, While but an- 
other method of dodging a pay-as-you-go 
policy, such synthetic prosperity will be in 
evidence at least while the present Jupiter 
Cycle is in effect (until January, 1940). 

Debts due us from other countries will 
create a furore of public interest under 
the powerful Eighth House stimulation at 
this time. The controversies over labor, and 
within the ranks of various labor organiza- 
tions, will be carried on with greater in- 
tensity. Court decisions will do much to add 
to the confusion as affecting labor groups. 

Following the New Moon Cycle of August 
14th, drastic changes will be made affecting 
the American people. The chart for Washing- 
ton has explosive Uranus directly on the 
Ascendant, in close square to the Lunation 
in the Fourth House. Attention will be fo- 
cused on the problems of adequate housing, 
and obstacles will come up which threaten 
to wreck the various home-building proj- 
ects. As Pluto also is in the Fourth, squaring 
the planet of poverty (Saturn) in the house 
of restrictions (12th), we are warranted in 
predicting a curtailment of funds for the 
various building projects. 

As lavish Jupiter rules the Twelfth, and 
is in trine to the ruler of the people’s money 
(Mercury), finances will be poured out in 
great quantities. But the trend is toward 
more direct relief and created projects, rather 
than toward really constructive programs. 
However, the really drastic upheaval shown 
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undoubtedly will work out in terms of the 
farm problem. The: recent innovations in 
trade agreements with other countries will 
begin to place a heavy burden on the 
farmers, and under the influence of this 
New Moon Cycle we can expect the rural 
districts to make violent objections. 

Drought and other destructive weather 
will bring serious loss to some farming sec- 
tins. For the first time in a great many 
months there are present the planetary in- 
dications which could coincide with a ma- 
jor earth movement. The violently afflicted 
Fourth House shows loss due to earthquake, 
fires, or other natural causes.

The harmonious 
aspects to Mars in the Ninth not only help 
stimulate the domestic travel, but will in- 
crease the trade with other countries. Au- 
gust and September should be the boom 
months for the World Fairs. The prominent 
Uranus will make the people very restless, 
giving them the urge to be on the move. 
And the trine from Mars in the house of 
long journeys (Ninth), together with the 
trine to Neptune in the house of amuse- 
ments (Fifth), will not only send crowds 
to the exhibits, but will assure them a very 
enjoyable time on their holiday. 

_ Foreign conditions, while very disturbing 
In their import, will not have so strong 


an influence over the American people just 
now. Attention has shifted to the personal 
development of our own people, and, with 
this exceptionally powerful Fourth House, 
to providing better living quarters for the 
masses and a general readjustment of the 
whole farm problem. 

The Administration comes under rather 
contradictory influences. Some _ difficulties 
will appear over the inability to satisfy the 
farm groups. But the splendid trines to the 
ruler of the Tenth House indicate that the 
policy of direct action now instigated will 
meet with general favor.

Here 
we have indicated a perfect set-up for dif- 
ficulties with other countries, emphasized by 
great agitation over treaties and agreements. 
The Lunation falls in the house of the army, 
promising continued increases in both per- 
‘sonnel and equipment. Finances will be quite 
unsettled, as Saturn in the Second House 
forms a T-Square with Mars and Pluto. 

The last two weeks of August bring a 
most forceful New Moon Cycle into effect 
for London. Saturn and Uranus are in the 
house of government and business (10th), 
while Mercury, Venus and the Lunation all 
are in the First. This will be a very poor 
period for business, and the common peo- 
ple will feel the pinch of economic oppres- 
sion to a very marked degree. Saturn ruling 
the Tenth, exactly square Pluto in the 
Twelfth, promises heavy loss and serious 
disappointments affecting the Government. 
There is a strong probability that the death 
of a high governmental official will occur. 
Secret enemies will tend to thwart the plans 
being pushed to make treaties which will 
help England preserve her prestige. 


Germany 


Germany starts the month under rather 
mediocre influences. This is a short period 
of adjustment—a sort of breathing spell, as 
it were, before the next Lunation comes. 
The people are protected by benefic Jupiter, 
yet the afflictions to Saturn show the ever- 
present specter of privation which threatens 
the common people. Germany may well ap- 
pear to bow to the wishes of other coun- 
tries, but in reality will be laying plans 
for her next stride forward. Finances will 
be somewhat chaotic, with war preparations

placing a heavy drain on the available flow 
of cash. 

The New Moon Cycle influencing Germany 
from August 15th to September 13th shows 
aggressive direct action will be taken which 
will throw all of Europe into a turmoil. 
The unusually prominent Uranus in the house 
of government will offer opportunity for 
Hitler to express the powerful Uranian as- 
pects he is now receiving in his chart of 
birth. The only discordant note sounded in 
Germany’s plan for expansion is the dan- 
ger of open revolt on the part of groups 
within the country. 


Italy 


Italy begins the month with chief attention 
focused on financial affairs and methods of 
increasing revenues. The dynamic Lunation 
of August 15th will have a powerful ef- 
fect upon the Italian people. Expansion is 
favored, and we shall see the Italian Em- 
pire gaining important concessions in the 
world of trade. Military alliances will prove 
beneficial as a more. important position in 
world affairs is reached. 


Russia 


Russia shows the greatest activity of all 
during the early part of August. Many 
changes will be made, and unexpected con- 
ditions will arise which stir up strife. The 
malignant influence of Mars here points to 
a crisis with other countries, as this is an 
exceptionally war-like figure. The last two 
weeks bring comparative quiet, with Russia 
apparently resuming her position of observer 
in world trends. 


Far East 


China receives important planetary stimu- 
lation throughout the month of August. 
Military activities will take a terrible toll 
at this time. Events will force China to con- 
sider a closer union with Russia in order 
to exist. Financial conditions take on a much 
better aspect than they have had for a long 
time. The grouping of planets in the house 
of government signifies a drastic attempt to 
band all of the people together under one 
leader in a supreme effort to attain liberty.

These will be an- 
swered personally as soon as possible, and 
those that will be of general interest to other 
readers will be published in this magazine 
under the initials of the writers. 

Several readers have asked what the in- 
fluence of the different signs have upon plant 
growth, With my own experiments over a 
period of years and from reports of records 
of other experimental planters, I find that 
the following listing of the signs seems to 
hold true. 

However, I wish to state that all these 
experiments have been with home grown 
“Moon Sign Grown Seed,” or, in other words, 
seed saved year after year from Moon phase 
and sign planted plants. 


Moon’s Influence upon Plants 
As to the Sign in Which They Are 
Planted 


Planting when the Moon’ is in Taurus, a 
semi-fruitful, earthy sign ruled by Venus, 
is a time for the development of a strong 
plant with shapely growth, but not so much 
for its fruitfulness. 

Planting with the Moon in Cancer, a fruit- 
ful watery sign ruled by the moon, is ex- 
cellent for the development of a sturdy plant 
of medium growth and very productive. This 
is the most productive of all the signs, which 
is due to the fertility of its ruler the Moon. 

Libra, a semi-fruitful airy sign ruled by 
Venus, is noted for the growth of beauty in 
flowers planted in: this sign, also stateliness 


of growth in grain and cereals, but it is not 
considered as good as Taurus for vegetables. 

Scorpio, a fruitful watery sign ruled by 
Mars, is favorable for all vine plants or 
climbing plants, such as melons, cucumbers, 
squash, tomato, bean (climbing), grapevine, 
ivy, morning glory, etc. It is also a favorable 
sign for all other plants. It is said by many 
experimenters that this sign produces the 
wiry plants and is almost as productive as 
Cancer. 

Capricorn, a semi-fruitful:earthy sign ruled 
by Saturn, is generally favorable for potatoes, 
beets, carrots, radishes, and tuberous plants, 
although it is not quite as productive as 
Taurus. 

Pisces, a fruitful water sign ruled by Nep- 
tune, favors all kinds of planting and is noted 
for its good root development on plants; is 
an equal to Cancer in crop producing. 


Moon’s Influence on Plants 
As to the Phase in Which They Are 
Planted 


Phase planting is just as important as sign 
planting. If you do not use both sign and 
phase of the Moon for your planting and 
keep in mind that plants that produce their 
yield above the soil must be planted on the 
increase of the Moon, or while the Moon is 
new or in first quarter, you are not obeying 
nature’s laws. 

Also when the Moon is on the decrease or 
in full or last quarter, we are to plant all 
plants that produce their yield below the 
soil. 

Too often we claim we planted according 
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to the Moon, when we only use the sign 
the Moon is in, forgetting the phase; or we 
plant by the phase of the Moon and forget 
the sign. Therefore, it is important that we 
choose both the proper phase and sign for 
our particular plants. This method is simple 
if we follow the “PLANTING DATES” given 
in this article. 

It is a common fault to condemn something 
we do not understand when we do not ob- 
tain the desired results immediately. This 
is true in planting when, almost invariably 
the trouble is with the planter and not the 
system. We may think we understand the 
latter, but are apt to do all our work wrong 
for lack of proper understanding or instruc- 
tion. I, and my Lunar Planting, have been 
referred to in a derogatory manner by many 
people. For instance, a neighbor asked me 
the proper time to set out tomato plants. 
I gave him the dates for planting; then, 
later in the summer, I heard him telling a 
friend that my planting system was all “the 
bunk.” So one evening I strolled over to 
his garden. On asking him where he had 
planted the tomato plants, he pointed out in 
the meadow, where I could see no plants, 
for the tall grass hid them from view. When 
we reached the spot, I found to my great con- 
sternation that he had dug out a piece of sod 
about one foot square and in each square he 
had placed a tomato plant. And he expected 
a bumper crop! 

Therefore, friends, if you plant by my sys- 
tem, using the dates given, don’t expect fine 
crops to grow if you plant the seed on a 
cement highway. All you need is a little 
horse sense and enough energy and ambition 
to make a good seed bed. 


Correspondence 


A letter received from Mrs. G. W. C.,, 
Omaha, Nebr., states: “When you plant seed, 
say on April 15th when the Moon is in Pisces, 
do you put the seed in the ground a day or 
two before the Moon enters Pisces to give it 
a start? I do not. However, I’ve been told 
I should, as it takes seed a couple of days to 
germinate.” 

For a better understanding of Lunar plant- 
ing for all my readers and those who wish to 
experiment in Lunar planting, we must thank 
those who write questions like the one above. 
I could never remember all the important 


ee 


little details that confuse the readers due to 
my other more important experiments in 
plant growth. 

To answer the above question, I would 
caution my readers never to plant seed unless 
the soil is moist enough for the seed to start 
to absorb this moisture. The moment the 
seed or bulb takes up this earthy moisture 
it is started on its new cycle of plant life 
Should the seed remain dry while in the soil 
it might just as well not have been planted, 

A baby is born, but its earthly cycle of life 
starts at the moment of its first natural 
breathing; a plant’s, the moment the seed or 
tubes begin to absorb moisture. 


Germination of Seed 

Time for germination in different seeds 
varies, All seeds do not germinate at the same 
time. Temperature and moisture are also 
factors to be considered. 

Radish requires from 3 to 6 days; turnip 
4 to 8; beet 7 to 10; pepper 9 to 14; celery 
10 to 20; carrot 12 to 18; corn, 5 to 8; beans, 
5 to 10; lettuce, 6 to 8; peas, 6 to 10, 

Planting the seed by the proper phase and 
sign the Moon is in when the soil is suf- 
ficiently moist for the seed will control the 
resultant crop or fruitfulness of the plant. 


Fallacies 


Very often you hear the expression that 
the Moon is a dry Moon or a wet Moon, de- 
pending on the position of the crescent’s 
points. 

If the Moon’s points form a bowl to hold 
water—that is, if the points of the Moon point 
upwards, it is claimed to be a dry Moon, 
while if the points of the Moon point down- 
ward, or are in such a position as to let the 
water out of the bowl, it is claimed to be a 
wet Moon. There is no truth to these state- 
ments, 

Another fallacy is this: Many planters 
claim that certain plants, after years o 
planting, “run out”—that is, they gradually 
deteriorate and are not as good plants as 
they were originally. This is not a fault o 
the plants but of the planters, Let us say 
that we took a good variety of beans and 
planted them near an inferior variety of 
beans, or beans of a different type. On future 
planting of the good beans we will find that 
they had become inferior. Seed does nd 
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“un out”—it is man’s carelessness in plant- 
ing that causes this deterioration. To get 
good crops we must breed good pure seed, 
free from plant disease and from mixtures of 
inferior varieties. 

Last spring I received a letter from Mr. 
y. J. H, Cleveland, Ohio, who sent me a 
package of sweet corn seed, stating that the 
same variety had been grown by his family 
for eighty years. He requested that I try it 
out, as it was an exceptional kind of corn, 
with a heavy sturdy stalk, and produced 
about four ears of good corn to a stalk. If 
the grower knows how to plant his seed and 
cultivate his crop there is no need of a plant 
deteriorating. 


Planting Dates 


As our space is necessarily limited, you 
will notice that our planting information is 
given in a different form than formerly, 
and I believe my readers will be able to 
adjust themselves to the recently adopted 
way of writing. 

We repeat for the benefit of new readers 
that crops that produce their yield above the 
soil are similar to, and grow from, a root 
formation, such as peas, beans, lettuce, sweet 
peas and marigolds. These should be planted 
when the Moon is NEW (or following the 
New Moon), or in FIRST QUARTER. 

Crops that produce their yield in the soil 
are similar to, and grow from, a bulb for- 
mation, such as potato, beet, carrot, tulip 
and gladiolus. These should be planted when 
the Moon is FULL, following the Full Moon, 
or during the LAST QUARTER. Only plant 
in the last quarter when occasion warrants, 
as it is not considered the best time for 
planting. 

The Moon in Pisces (following the Full 
Moon), all day August 2nd, 3rd and up to 
12:22 P. M. August 4th—a good time to 
plant. 

Moon in Taurus (following the Full Moon), 
all day August 7th—a fair time to plant. 

Last quarter in Taurus, all day August 
&th and up to 8:06 A. M. August 9th—a fair 
time to plant, , 

Last quarter in Cancer, at 12:20 P. M. 
August 11th, all day 12th and up to 1:09 
P.M. August 13th—a fair time to plant. 

Moon in Libra (following the New Moon), 
at 12:04 P. M. August 17th, all day the 18th 


and up to 2:20 P. M. August 19th—a good 
time to plant flowers and fair for planting 
vegetables. 

Moon in Scorpio (following the New 
Moon), after 2:20 P. M. August 19th, all day 
the 20th and up to 4:21 P. M. August 21st 
—a good time to plant. 

First quarter in Scorpio, at 4:21 P. M. 
August 21st and up to 8:14 P. M. same day 
—a good time to plant. 

First quarter in Capricorn, at 5:34 A. M. 
August 24th, all day 25th and up to 5:09 
P. M. August 26th—a fair time to plant. 

First quarter in Pisces at 5:42 A. M. 
August 29th and up to 5:09 P. M. same day 
—a good time to plant. 

Full Moon in Pisces, at 5:09 P. M. August 
29th, all day 30th and up to 6:15 P. M. August 
3lst—a good time to plant. Time given is 
“Eastern Standard Time.” 


Garden Work 


Plowing, cultivating, hoeing, cutting weeds 
and getting seed beds in shape for planting, 
spraying to destroy bugs and plant disease, 
should be done on the following days: August 
5th, 6th, 9th, 10th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 22nd, 
23rd, 27th and 28th. 


Time to Purchase Baby Poultry and 
Set Eggs 

Purchase baby poultry hatched on August 
20th, 21st and 29th. 

Set chicken eggs on August 8th, 26th and 
27th. 

Set duck and turkey eggs, August Ist, 19th, 
20th, 29th and 30th. 

Set goose eggs, August 17th, 18th, 27th and 
28th. 














When to Go Fishing 

Good planting days are generally 
good fishing days, as at that time the 
Moon is in the water signs. Also fish 
bite better when the Moon is in its 
last quarter and during the new Moon. 

The best fishing dates, weather per- 
mitting, are between August 9th and 
21st. The good days are August 3rd, 
4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 29th, 30th and 
3lst. The fair to average days are 
August 22nd to the 28th inclusive. 
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Slaughter Animals for Food 
For better flavor and keeping qualities, 
slaughter on August 2nd, 3rd and up to 12:22 
P. M. on August 4th. A fair time to slaughter 
is after 12:20 P. M. August 11th and all day 
the 12th. 


Can Vegetables, Fruit and Meat 


Moon sign grown vegetables and fruit have 
less loss by spoilage and have a better color 
if canned at the proper time. The best days 
are August 2nd, 3rd and 4th up to 12:22 
P. M., also the 11th after 12:20 P. M. and all 
day the 12th. 

It is advisable when canning that you can 
more food during 1939 and 1940 than you 
think you will need, as the surplus will come 
in handy in 1941. 


Preserves, Jellies and Pickles 


For color and firmness we only have two 
good days this month: August 7th and 8th. 


Seeding for Hay, Grain and Cereals 

The best days are August 17th after 12:04 
P. M., also all day August 18th, 19th, 20th, 
21st and 29th. The fair days are August 24th 
and 25th. 


Harvesting Crops 

Harvest root crops August 4th after 12:22 
P. M., and all day August 5th and 6th. Har- 
vest for seed, replanting, storage or sale 
August 9th, 10th and 11th up to 12:00 P. M. 
Harvest grain for storage and sale August 
4th after 12:22 P. M., and all day August 
5th and 6th. 


Garden Pests 

The proper control of insects in your 
garden this year will be a great help the 
following year. By burning all weeds and 
plants from which you have harvested the 
crop, you will destroy insects and many plant 
diseases. Plants that die before their time 
generally perish by insects or plant disease.

In literature, the master of the 
short story, de Maupassant; the immortal 
creator of the Three Musketeers, Alexandre 
Dumas; the great playwright of our genera- 
tion, Bernard Shaw. The orator Cicero, the 
poets Petrarch, Tennyson, Shelley and Dry- 
den, our modern lyricists Conrad Aiken and 
Sara Teasdale. Shining bright in Leo’s own 
field of entertainment are Harry Lauder, 
Florenz Ziegfeld (who glorified the American 
girl); Rudy Vallee, Ethel Barrymore, Ann 
Harding, Norma Shearer and Mae West.

Pluto in Leo 

Pluto, the newly discovered planet (1930) 
which many astrologers believe to be the 
tuler of Scorpio and of the natural principle 
behind sex, death, inheritance, salvage and 
teform, is in 1 degree 17 minutes Leo on 
August Ist, reaches 2 degrees 55 minutes Leo 
and turns retrograde November 5th, remain- 
ing near the 2nd, 3rd and 4th degrees of Leo 
until August 1, 1940.

August, 1939 


i. THE Pacific Coast, August, 1939 will 
probably be the hottest and driest month of 
the year. Temperatures are variable at first, 
but in general they should rise until after 
the middle of the month, when the weather 
should be hot for a few days. Then about 
the 17th or 18th a rapid decline will set in, 
and by the 24th we may expect some un- 
usually cool weather, which will last for 
several days. If any rain falls at all in these 
regions during the month, it should be 
around August 20th to 28th. 

While sections east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains should enjoy rather cool weather the 
first part of August, some time after the 
middle of the month a change to very warm 
may be expected, with the last few days 
turning suddenly quite cool. 

The rainfall is unusually showery this 
month, though moisture should generally be 
up to average in most sections. Around the 
last of the month there are indications of 
excessive rains in the northwest central 
states and in the west Great Lakes country, 
with considerable moisture evidenced in the 
gulf coast states.

August 10—Stormy, rainy in central states 
and west Great Lakes country, though 
southwest, south and the Atlantic slope 
nearly clear; warm in west, cool east. 


August 11—Rains become showery and 
shift to east Great Lakes, Ohio and Tennes- 
see river valleys and Atlantic slope; cod 
west, variable in east. 


August 12—About middle west and cet- 
tral states showery, extending to west gulf 
coast; cool in west and southwest, but warm 
and clear on Atlantic slope. 


August 13—In Texas, southwest, gulf 


coast and extending to Ohio and Tennessee 
river valleys and east, rainy weather, but 
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to northwest of Great Lakes clearing and 


cool, 

August 14—About Ohio and Tennessee 
river valleys, east Great Lakes and central 
Atlantic slope, showery rains, but most of 
central states clear; cool. 

August 15—Scattering, showery rains in 
various parts of the country, but with much 
clearing between; cool but changing to 
warmer. 

August 16—Showery rains about Great 
Lakes and northwest central regions; also 
rains on gulf coast, extending to southeast 
Atlantic slope; turning warmer. 


August 17—Stormy conditions in much of 
central regions from gulf coast to Great

August 29—Showery rains extend from 
Texas southwest through central states to 
Great Lakes and northeast Atlantic slope; 
generally cooler.

and gulf coast; cool. 


August 31—Unsettled, rainy weather about

culated according to the true day of the 
week. Without exception, they were all based 
on the Julian or Gregorian calendar. So far 
as I know, no author except Varaha ever 
mentioned the idea, one way or another. Of 
course the ancient calendar of Callipus, prob- 
ably used as late as about 300 A.D., was 
based on the true soli-lunar calculation, as 
any one who cares to investigate may plainly 
see; but since the Council of Nice promul- 
gated the modern calendar for church pur- 
poses, the astrological truth was lost, and was 
not recovered until the year 1908, when I 
made up the first soli-lunar American cal- 
endar, and in 1926 published the first one 
ever printed. 

On reading Alan Leo’s “Astrology for All,” 
Part II, early in the year 1909, I was aston- 
ished to notice that although four large 
pages were devoted to the planetary hours, 
the author did not explain in any way what 
the true astrological Sunday is. He passed 
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over it completely, whereas it is the essen- 
tial feature of any article on planetary hours. 


This positively astounding omission in an 
article on planetary hours, written by a great 
modern English astrologer, made me deter- 
mined to make an investigation, from which 
I discovered that no astrologer on earth, or 
at least no author, knew what Sunday was 
in astrology. 

I found that, in all probability, the truth 
had been lost around the seventh century, 
although certain references by Alkindus, the 
Hebrew, in the eighth century, and some re- 
marks by Regiomontanus (Aphorism 7), in 
the fifteenth century, might be construed as 
indicating that they used a soli-lunar cal- 
endar. 


I found that William Lilly did not know 
what a Sunday was, and nothing by Sir 
George Wharton, Lilly’s contemporary, gives 
any hint that Wharton knew what a soli- 
lunar calendar was, although he wrote a 
chapter in his book devoted wholly to cal- 
endars. 


Argol states that the calendar of Callipus 
was in circulation at Rome as late as the 
third century, and almost certainly the 
Arabian doctors used these calendars up to 
the time of Varaha, and perhaps a century 
later. 


The Calendar of Callipus was strictly an 
ephemeris, in which the lunar changes were 
given, and the week days counted from 
those dates, which were always considered 
as Sundays, or sabbatic days. Usually the 
complete ephemerides were given in each 
copy, the work being based on the Chaldean 
Tables, which, so far as we now know, are 
lost.

In her eminent article on Modern Germany 
printed in the May 1938 issue of AMERICAN 
Astrology, Estelle Gardner gave the birth 
chart of Hitler and the several charts deal- 
ing with the formation of the German Em- 
pire (January 18, 1871), and of the German 
Republic (November 9, 1918); also the chart 
of the assumption of power by the Nazi 
government. Hitler’s chart is so well known 
that I need hardly study it in detail. The 
rising degree is usually given as Libra 27 
and the Mid-Heaven as Leo 5. Personally, 
I feel that Libra 29° 30” for Ascendant 
and Leo 8 for the Mid-Heaven are more 
likely—but the first figures are undoubtedly 
justified in some ways, though not perhaps 
as justified in my estimation as the second. 
A very close analysis of Hitler’s personal 
life and the dates of his parents’ death—I 
have not been able to ascertain whether or 
not they are dead—would be necessary to 
Teach a fool-proof judgment. No great change 
8 introduced in the chart by the time I 
Suggest. The most important is that Cancer 
1 would come on the cusp of the Ninth 
House instead of Gemini 27, and of course 
Capricorn 1 on the cusp of the Third House. 

This change seems to me quite significant, 
as the type of expansion and dreams (Ninth 


House) featured in Hitler’s life is certainly 
lunar and Mother-conditioned—and not Mer- 
curical and mental. Also, his House of En- 
vironment (Third) certainly looks more 
accurate with the Saturnian Capricorn on 
the cusp, than with Sagittarius. Also the 
conjunction of Saturn in the “Third Reich’s” 
map (January 30, 1933, 10 A.M.) given by 
Miss Gardner with Hitler’s Nadir point, seems 
more significant than would be that of Mer- 
cury in the former with Hitler’s Nadir; for 
it is Hitler’s inner focus of personality (Nadir 
point or Fourth House Cusp) which acts as 
a Saturnian law-giving factor on Nazi Ger- 
many—and not as a Mercurial, intellectual 
factor. j 

Moreover, the fact that the progressed Moon 
was crossing the very last degree of Libra 
(even the first of Scorpio!) when Hitler 
moved to Munich—the capital move of his 
life—certainly tends to push the Rising de- 
gree as late in Libra as possible. Then Jupi- 
ter was on Leo 8 when Hitler began his pub- 
lic career by joining the German Workers’ 
Party (early in September 1919), which he 
was to transform into the National Socialist 
or Nazi Party. The symbols for the degrees 
selected are also remarkably telling. The 
Mid-Heaven degree is symbolized by a popu- 
lar agitator stirring the crowds. 

The matter however is not essential, and 
if I reprint this modified map of Hitler, it is 
largely in order to mark on it the present 
progressions and transits for his this year’s 
birthday (April 20, 1939). First of all, how- 
ever, a few quotations from a very remark- 
able book recently published, The House that 
Hitler Built by Stephen H. Roberts, are in 
order, for these shed an interesting light 
upon the psychology of the Nazi leader and 
the nature of his hold upon the Germans. 

First, an anecdote related to the author by 
a school friend of Hitler: “Laughed at by 
his comrades for poring over an atlas, he 
fixed them with a glassy stare and replied 
with crushing dignity: ‘I am wiping out the 
German boundaries and making them larger 
—making them larger.’ Here already we have 
the essential Hitler—lonely, dreaming, ignor- 
ing facts, living in a world of fancy, and 
happy in his artificial isolation.” (p. 4.) 

“He is primarily a dreamer, a visionary. 
His mind .. . runs to visions. ... Even in 
cabinet meetings when vital questions of 
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policy are being discussed, he is dreaming— 
thinking of the light that never was on sea 
or land, the consecration and the poet’s 
dream. . . . It is his dreaminess that hard- 
bitten advisers like Goebbels and Goring 
have capitalized. He is so transparently hon- 
est when he is weaving visions of his own 
creation that nobody can doubt him. He is 
ready, like a medieval saint, to go through 
fire and water for his beliefs. I am not cer- 
tain that he would not actually like being 
tortured; he would love to play the martyr, 
if only for his own mental delectation. He 
sees himself as a crusader; he thinks the 
whole time of saving mankind. That is why 
he reaches such a stage of mystical exalta- 
tion when he talks about saving the world 
from Bolshevism. It is the old Siegfried com- 
plex once again. . . . Everything that he does 
is Wagnerian. . . . He has the trapping of 
mysticism everywhere. . Experts have 
shown that consciously or unconsciously, Hit- 
ler uses the very phrases that have been the 
formulae of occult observation ever since the 
Middle Ages. . . . His life, as I see it, can be 
expressed as an attempt at escaping from 
reality and a more or less constant intoxica- 
tion of his imagination by a free indulgence 
in fantasy.” 

All of this may be referred astrologically 
to Hitler’s Moon-Jupiter conjunction, and 
proves further the point of his having a 
Moon-ruled Ninth House (dreams, religion, 
escape from reality). Consider moreover the 
Moon symbol: “A heavily veiled hierophant 
leads a ritual of power—gathering together 
of the power of a group to one purpose and 
into an individual will. Avatarship. Respon- 
sibility.” What could be more befitting for 
the Messiah of totalitarian Germany! The 
Jupiter-symbol is also characteristic: “An 
angel carrying a harp comes through a 
heavenly lane.” Here is a symbol of mystical 
inspiration. Indeed, it might not be amiss to 
consider Hitler as a mere mouthpiece for 
some occult Power—or, we might also say, 
as a medium for the racial Unconscious and 
a focus for the frustration and despair of the 
German race after the war. The presence of 
Neptune and Pluto in the Eighth House, of 
Uranus in the Twelfth—even of Saturn in 
the Tenth House (the focus for the descent 
of collective energies)—all show his depen- 


—— 


dence upon occult or unconscious inspira. 
tion. 


Hitler, As A Medium 


His “mediumship” has seemed evident tp 
careful witnesses of his speeches and public 
appearance. It is almost a case of split-per. 
sonality. But he is so taken by the powe 
surging from his unconscious depth that 
“nobody can doubt his utter sincerity, Ke 
cannot help himself; he cannot restrain him. 
self. He is completely absorbed in the state. 
ment or policy of the moment. That explains 
why he carries the crowds with him—h. 
cause he believes so utterly, so appallingly, 
in what he says. Nevertheless he can sy 
different things in successive moments ani 
believe in each with the same degree ¢ 
fervor. It is not his honesty that is in que- 
tion; it is his terrific power of self-delusion 
that introduces such an element of uncer. 
tainty in everything he does. ...” 

“He is ... an associationalist. He can d 
nothing without some awakening hint. Th 
association may come from music; it may k 
suggested by war stories . . . it may aris 
from something said by others or even by 
himself. He always needs a stimulus.” This is 
highly significant for it helps to understand 
the obviously extravert character of Hitler’ 
birth chart—which seems disconcerting fo 
one so completely caught up in dreams ani 
fantasies of the Unconscious. The psycholog- 
cal fact seems to be that he actually depends 
completely upon others, upon a public, upo 
a stage. His Sun, Mars and Venus are i 
Taurus and in the House of relationship and 
partnerships. His Moon-Jupiter conjunctio 
is in the House of environment—in trine 10 
the Seventh House planets. And Libra 
rising! 


His Dependence Upon Others 


These are all strong signs of extraversio. 
He may live in a world of dreams, yet lt 
lives never alone—this, in actual fact and 
deeper still, in terms of consciousness. He 
plays a part. He has to. Alone, he would & 
a non-entity. Everything comes to him 
through others. He fills the need of others 
To his environment he brings expansiv 
dreams (Moon-Jupiter conjunction), faith, 
fanaticism. But these dreams are Ml 
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called for by the environment and purely in 
terms of its need. 

Alone, Hitler would have been nothing. 
But he had amazingly efficient and ruthless 
associates who did the actual job of organ- 
izing the manifestation of the dreams the 
Oracle summoned to inflame the crowds. 
Hitler “won, not because his point of view 
was superior to the average man but because 
it was that of the average man... . His 
triumph was that of emotion and _ instinct 
(Taurus planets) over reason; it represented 
a great upsurge of the subconscious in the 
German people. He restored hope to the 
downcast, he gave visions of ultimate ex- 
pression to the repressed. ‘Arise, come with 
me, and ye shall feel’—that was the burden 
of his vehement message.” 

He, the repressed, the psychological case, 
became the Exemplar for post-war Germany 
invaded with the sense of failure, frustration 
and fear. He became the myth of the Ger- 
man people. The German Republic meant 
for Germany defeat, the humiliation of the 
Versailles Treaty. The Republic gave them 
individual freedom, but they wanted power, 
Mass-power, national pride. Hitler offered 
them what they wanted. “The average Ger- 
man would much rather salute a uniform 
than have a vote. He derives his feeling of 
strength and well being from belonging to a 
strong community and without that feeling 
of strength and respect, he is lost.” 

Power-complex, messiah-complex have 
been the driving force of most great Ger- 
mans, from Nietzsche to Wilhelm II. Hitler 
is heir to a long line of predecessors. He 
inarnates the German spirit in its most 
characteristic, its most abysmal, its most un- 
conscious and irrational phase. He is not only 
Der Fuehrer in the most mystical sense of 
the term, but actually a “divine incarnation” 
of the German tribal God. Today Germany 
is ruled by a modernized theocracy. 

Writes Stephen Roberts: “Hitler’s political 
Philosophy is acclaimed (in Germany) as 
the essence of modernity; actually it marks 
a reversion to the oldest state of affairs of 
which our anthropologists have any knowl- 
edge, for it is exactly the philosophy of the 
Priests in savage societies. The Nazis have 
Teconstructed the taboo system in its entirety 
~the system in which every part of the 
social structure depends on an unquestioning 


acceptance of the edicts of the priests: if a 
member offends against any part of the 
system, even in his innermost thoughts, the 
whole structure will collapse. This is Nazi 
philosophy—the taboo system of savages plus 
a warped mystical interpretation of modern 
history. The community counts for every- 
thing, the individual for nothing; and every 
device of patriotic propaganda is employed 
to keep up the emotional backing, to subli- 
mate it on the plane of sacrifice. And the 
last irony is that, with all its crudity, it gets 
back to something deep-rooted in human 
nature. The Nazis in Germany have probed 
back into the subconscious and removed the 
accumulated obscurities—some people outside 
Germany call them advances—of centuries. 
They have resurrected tribal instincts and 
the mystical sanctions of a savage society.” 
(P. 58. op. cit.) 

Indeed, the revolt of the irrational depths 
of the Unconscious is confronting the hesi- 
tant and insecure positions of mankind which 
today stand for the rational, the conscious 
and the truly “civilized”? The new Bar- 
barians are at the gates of France, England— 
the new Greece and Rome. Is there a new 
Dark Age impending—dark from the point of 
view of the rational mind and the intellec- 
tual, compassionate soul? 
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Plametary Pattern of Nazi chart 


The Chart of Nazidom 


The chart of the assumption of power by 
Hitler has been discussed by Estelle Gardner: 
but I feel that in order really to probe the 
depths of the Nazi Movement another and 
more significant chart is necessary—that of 
the real birth of the Movement itself, for 
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after all the Nazi Movement is not identical 
with Germany, and Germany may arise from 
the collective hypnosis forced upon them by 
their own fears and by their great “Medicine 
Man” Hitler. 


The story of the origins of the Nazi Move- 
ment, briefly related, is as follows: Early in 
September 1919, Hitler joined a small party, 
the German Workers’ Party—one of the vast 
number of political parties born after the 
defeat. Rather strange personalities—Eckart 
and Rosenberg (whose ideas influenced Hit- 
ler profoundly), and Captain Rohm (killed 
in the “blood purge” of June 30, 1934), among 
others formed this group of some sixty 
members in Munich. Hitler’s zeal soon brought 
in new members. He was made Party Propa- 
gandist (October 16th). On February 24, 1920 
at 7:30 P.M., in the world renowned Hof- 
brauhaus, a public meeting was called, at 
which Hitler delivered his first big public 
address, and had the twenty-five points of 
the transformed Party adopted. Also, in order 
to deal with noisy interruption and possible 
violence, a group of vigilants was formed— 
the first nucleus of the private Nazi army. 
The final name of National Socialist German 
Workers’ Party was adopted later (on 
August 7), but the meeting of February 24th 
was the real starting point of the Nazi 
Movement—and Hitler in his autobiography 
recognizes this fact. 

The chart erected for February 24, 1920 
at 7:30 P.M. in Munich thus symbolizes Nazi- 
dom. And it is quite an amazing chart, with 
a unique planetary pattern bringing all 
planets into a triple configuration constituted 
by a grand trine, a complete cross and the 
figure I have called a “mystic rectangle.” 
The pattern is so remarkable that I am 
printing it in its pure geometrical form for 
the reader’s thorough study. An exhaustive 
study of it would take many pages, for which 
space is lacking; but let me say at once that 
the chart shows its fitness by the way pro- 
gressions have operated. The ill-fated “Beer 
Putsch” of November 8, 1923, which sent Hit- 
ler to jail, occurred as the progressed Sun 
opposed Saturn in the Twelfth House (ene- 
mies, jail, hospital), after a period of rapid 
Party development under a Sun sextile Mars. 
Hitler’s “My Battle,” the first text book of 
the Nazi Movement, was written as the pro- 
gressed Moon passed over the Mid-Heaven, 


outlining the aims of the Movement. When 
the progressed Mid-Heaven reached Pluto in 
the Tenth House, Hitler became Chancelor 
and the Nazi era began. When the progressed 
Sun reached Mercury—the chart’s ruler— 
Hitler reestablished universal conscription 
and the growth in power of the new German 
Army began. As the progressed Sun is 
reaching the Descendant this year, new de. 
velopments are likely to occur—new alli. 
ances, a new phase of expansion . . . perhaps 
war, as the Seventh House refers to outer 
enemies. 


A Striking Planetary Pattern 


First we can see how strong the “planets 
of the Unconscious” are. Pluto culminates 
forming a grand trine with Mars (strong in 
Scorpio and the House of Finances and An 
cestral patrimony) and the Sun-Uranus con- 
junction. Uranus dominates the Sun, and both 
(plus Mercury, the ruler) are in Pisces in 
“mutual reception” with a Jupiter-Neptue 
conjunction in Leo, (located on Hitler’s Mid- 
Heaven.) The Jupiter-Neptune power (in 
the House of Ideals) is thus very strong, and 
it is an excellent symbol of the Nazi Move- 
ment which does not belong to the new 
Aquarian tendencies, but is a reminder of 
the early Piscean era—when the Teutonic 
hordes destroyed the Roman Empire (a sym- 
bol upon which Mussolini may ponder?) 

But the most extraordinary thing in the 
Chart is the manner in which grand trine, 
complete cross and “mystic rectangle” are 
inter-related. This should be clear from the 
diagram I have made. What does it mean? 
Great cohesive power, a remarkable past in 
terms of collective “reincarnation,” the back- 
ing of vast cosmic Forces and perhaps 
occult Intelligences with a very definite pur- 
pose. What this purpose is, whether ult- 
mately constructive or destructive—who cat 
tell? One thing is certain, the Nazi Move- 
ment was brought to manifestation by the 
power of a Destiny as fateful as world-sig- 
nificant — probably more significant tha 
Italian Fascism’s. However, .while the Nad 
Movement may be one of the most profound 
symptoms of the sad psychological state of 
present mankind, the fate of Hitler himself 
is rather dark. This Spring of 1939 was 4 
crucial time, when many things may have 
been started which will seal the eventual 
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though most likely not the immediate— 
doom of the Fuehrer. The solar eclipse of 
April 19th fell on Hitler’s descendant and 
Sun, while Pluto squared this eclipse not so 
far from the Leo Mid-Heaven in the Ninth 
House. Moreover, Saturn is moving back and 
forth over the place of the eclipse and Hit- 
le’s Sun during 1939 and early 1940. 

Uranus has energized Hitler’s career so 
fr, and its conjunction with Sun and the 
progressed Venus (his ruler) has correlated 
with the dictator’s rise. Now Uranus is cir- 
ding around the natal Mars-Venus con- 
junction. It seems to have given him success 
in the Czecho-Slovakian crisis, but Saturn 
may not be as kind. Very likely 1939 will 
see a great outburst of Hitlerian ambition, 
with a possibility of recurrence of his throat 
illness, The trine of the progressed Sun to 
the progressed and natal Uranus will stimu- 
late his dreams and his Messianic complexes. 
Then the passage of the professed Moon over 
the Ascendant suggests a new departure. 
Almost anything could happen under such 
conditions. If Hitler manages to survive the 
Saturnian transit to his Sun, coupled with 
the April eclipse (a rather puzzling configu- 
ration), his power is likely to increase until 
144, when Pluto reaches his Mid-Heaven 
and the Neptune-Jupiter conjunction in the 
Nazi Chart. This may mean the bursting of 
the dream-bubble, Germany’s awakening 
from mass-hypnosis. 

I would advise the student who has my 
book “Astrology of Personality” to study 
carefully the degree symbols of planets and 
angles in the Nazi Chart. They are quite 
tevealing—though not perhaps of what is 
expected. We must not forget however that 
such a chart is not to be interpreted in terms 
of the Movement’s outlook and destiny, and 
that its constructiveness or destructiveness 
does not involve any judgment as to the 
good or evil of the Movement itself, but as 
to its success or failure. 


The Future of Mankind 


In conclusion, I must say that this article 
makes no claim whatsoever of having covered 
adequately a subject of vast proportions, 
and which has been alréady discussed often 
m this magazine. My purpose has been merely 
to introduce a somewhat broader interpre- 
lation of the Nazi Movement and a less emo- 


tional or partisan picture of its leader than 
are often given in the press. Such an inter- 
pretation should in no way be construed as 
even a mild approval of a regime and a phi- 
losophy which are the direct opposite of my 
own social philosophy—opposite only, how- 
ever, in the sense that they are a virulent 
return to the tribal-cultural outlook (“Blood 
and Soil”) which, I believe, should now be 
transcended if humanity is to realize its true 
spiritual heritage. 

Yet men are still so much slaves at heart, 
so bound to instincts and mass-emotions, 
that apparently the ideal of the “living Civi- 
lization” which I envision is far off still for 
the average collectivity; that unanimity based 
on self-evident truths apprehended by clear 
minds is perhaps only a dream. More than 
Fascism, Nazism goes to the very depth of 
man’s primeval condition. Whereas Musso- 
lini dreams only of Caesarism and Empire— 
a negative aspect of civilization—Hitler turns 
back all the way to the barbarian roots of the 
tribal state of mankind. As I said before, 
he is the Twentieth century “medicine man,” 
the Mogul shaman whose inspired utterances 
rouse a people to hypnotic frenzy. 

Hitler may be a “little man” and an un- 
balanced neurotic—as most of his biographers 
concede—yet, that which speaks through 
him has power indeed: the power of the 
ancient human Root, the power of the depths 
of earth-nature in the mass-mensch. Nazism 
is the revolt of the Root against the Flower, 
the dark force of will and instinct glorified 
by the ruthless intellects of men like Goeb- 
bels killing the translucent beauty of the 
flower of spiritual consciousness. Yet if the 
Fall has come, the flower must die. 


Remains the seed. On the American con- 
tinent this seed will rest—until time comes 
for a new birth of the “Living Civilization.” 
And this “seed” is not a mere abstraction. 
It is potentially you and I; it is the creative 
genius of the man who is free and secure 
in Spirit, the man who dares assume the 
responsibility of his freedom, of his own in- 
dividual selfhood, of his own thought—who 
will only meet other men on this level of 
individual selfhood, joining hands with them 
in the freedom of a companionship not con- 
ditioned by dark instincts, blood and soil, 
but flowering in the ecstasy of the clear Con- 
sciousness of universal Truth.

NEGATIVE DAYS

CRITICAL DAYS 

These are days which are commonly classified 
as UNFORTUNATE but we feel that the words 
INHARMONIOUS, UNFORTUNATE, UNFAVOR. 
ABLE, or UNLUCKY are quite inadequate and in. 
accurate. These words tell only a very small part 
of the story and reveal none of the mysteriow 
significance of these IMPORTANT DAYS. 

These CRITICAL DAYS are not UNFORTUNATE 
so much as they are DANGEROUS.
